In these modern, progressive times there 
are so many excellent, nutritious easily-di- 
gested, delicate and palatable preparations 
from the grains, that none need select food 
of a doubtful quality, these preparations 
being sold for far less than the popular 
luxuries, although they contain much more 
nourishment. These preparatious may, 
with great propriety, constitute a part of 
the morning meal or the dinner, while the 
majority of all communities would be 
benefited by using them as the only food 
taken at the latter meal. Such a course, 
with due care in all respects, would soon 
remove that ‘‘all-gone feeling at the pit of 
the stomach,” with other unpleasant sen- 
sations, when the “ head colds’’ would also 
disappear. I will add that these supposed 
colds have led many persons to take undue 
care of the head, in contrast with the feet, 
which demand a great deal more attention 
as the means of warding off such dreaded 
evils, such as wearing fur caps or close 
hats, and iu audiences covering the head 
when there may be the slightest air stirring, 
etc., while those of reasonable intellect 
and a normal amount of hair should have 
sufficient brain activity to keep the head as 
warm as it should be under ordinary cir- 
cumstances.

It is impossible for a siave to have any 
style. If you would have your child digni- 
fied, you must treat it with dignity. 

It is wrong to correct a child in public. 
Any proud child feels degraded by it. It 
should be a case of dire necessity when you

and to destroy a child’s pride is to do him 
and irreparabie injury. Take advantage 
of some intimate hour when parent and 
child are alone together, and then let the 
parent tenderly explain how the child has 
behaved ill the day before or that morning, 
and why the child’s conduct was wrong, 
and how it should have behaved, and show 
the child that the parent respects and loves 
it, and believes in its capacity to do all 
good things. This will have ten times the 
effect of punishment, when the child is in 
a state of excitement and the parent 
usually angry. 

Get in the habit of explaining the reason 
of things to your child. Let there be as 
little confusion in its mind as possible. 
Above all, keep the fact of your love upper- 
most in the child's mind, and let it under- 
stand that you have no wish to domineer 
over it, only that, being older and wiser, 
and loving the child so much, you would 
save it from its inexperience, and this is 
your duty, that you are teaching it to be 
its own master, 

If your child is cross, do nut punish him, 
but distract his mind from tbe subject that 
annoys him. If he continues to be cross, 
suspect his stomach, and assure yourself 
that this is in perfect order; a troubled 
digestion is the root of bad temper.— Har- 
per’s Bazar.

Public Hospitals. 


A writer to the Old Colony Memorial, 


Pe speaking of the needs of hospitals, alludes 


very truthfully to the Quincy hospital: 

“We are told that the great public and 
private curative institutions of New Eng- 
land and the country were never so hard 
put to it’’ before in taking care of the 
numbers of people that are sent to them 
for treatment. Hospitals of every class 
and kind, public and private, special and 
general, are so crowded that it becomes 
necessary to hurry the removal of patients 
that ought really to occupy quarters in 
them much longer, that these places may 
be taken by the atfllicted in far more des- 
perate straits. The public hospital recently 
added to the institutions of Quincy, Mass., 
has already proved a benison upon humanity 
in those parts, and never was there an es 
tablishment that more rapidly or surely 
proved its quality and its usefuiness than 
this. It was hardly finished when the 
terrible accident on the Old Colony rail- 
road took place, almost before its very 
doors; and the wounded in that catas- 
trophe were removed as fast as they were 
liberated from the ruins of the train to its 
friendly interior. In fact, this institution 
may be said to have been christened 
through that disaster; and all its capacities 
and abilities were called into full play at 
the outset in a way to demonstrate both 
the necessity that existed for its foundation 
and scope of its beneficence when in opera 
tion. By its services on the occasion of 
the railroad accident referred to, it enlisted 
the sympathies and the active cooperation 
of great numbers of people in its interests; 
and it is now one of the best cared for in- 
stitutions of its class to be found anywhere. 
There is room for many more such estab- 
lishments in Massachusetts; and it would 
doubtless astonish some pretty quiet and 
monotonous communities, could they have 
in their midst, the product of their own 
generosity and public spirit, a scheme of 
this kind to care for." 


What Trained Senses Can Do, 


The talk drifted to the education of the 
senses to a higher degree than common, 
and one man said: ‘It is remarkable how 
well a perfumer learns to recognize a scent, 
In testing a sweet-smelling liquid, he wets 
the base of his left thumb with a little of 
it. Then he rubs the place rapidly with 
right hand. The alcohol in which the 
essence is dissolved, being the more vola- 
tile, is at once evaporated, and the sub- 
stance which emits the odor, remaining 
behind, he can smell it in its purity. 

‘Of course it is an easy thing to recog- 
nize the principal odors that are in use, 
but when several are mixed, as is common, 
his task becomes more difficult. Yet a 
skilled man cannot only tell you what three 
ur perfumes enter into the composi: 
tion of the one he is testing, but also 
roughly, the relative proportions of each.’ 

“Tt is easy to tell the relative amount o. 
wool and cotton in a piece of colored un 
derwear, when you know how,”’ said an 
other man. ‘‘Men who have made thi 
subject a specialty can do this by holding 
the cloth in the light and looking along it. 
The cotton and wool can be distinguished 
by the difference in their colors, which 
exists, although the same dye was used for 
both. The untrained eye could hardly 
detect the fact that the cloth had two 
shades, but the skill that comes from long 
practice makes the thing simple.’”’ 

Another of the party, who has had a 
great deal to do with books, told of the 
way in which he knew an English from an 
American book. ‘‘The books printed in 
England,” he said, ‘‘in nearly every case 
a pleasanter odor than those made 
here. The difference, is said to be largely 
due to the effect of the sea air, but the 
kind of paste, ink, paper and binding used 
probably has something to do with it. 
There is also a marked difference in the 
smell of books printed in this city. I

THE CITY COUNCIL. 


The longest continuous session of a 
Quincy City Councii was that held Mouday 
evening, which was the last of the Council 
of 1890. The important matter under con- 
sideration was the water report on a new 
supply which the present Council was 
determined to adopt before it adjourned 
sine die. This subject and the application 
of firemen for an increase, drew the 
largest audience present at any Council 
meeting during the year. 

The Councilmen absent were Messrs. 
Faunce, Graham and Read. 

The reading of the records was begun 
and suspended, 

An application of J. J. Dowd for State 
Aid was referred to the Council of 1891. 

Reports of Committees. 

Finance,— Recommended order making 
transfer of $75 to police appropriation. 
Adopted. 

Finance,— Recommended order making 
transfer of $300 to public buildings and 
$450 to advertising, printing and station- 


ery. Adopted. 

Finance,—Recommended placing on file 
the report of the Auditor that the appro- 
priation for fuelin the Fire Department 
was exhausted. Accepted. 

State Aid,—Favored increase of military 
aid to George H. Prouty. Adopted. 

State Aid,—Recommended reference of 
Isabelle Cameron’s application for State 
aid to Council of 1891. Accepted. 


Finance,—Instructing Auditor to approve 
vill for tile paving in front of Adams build- 
ing. Adopted. 

Streets, — Referring improvements on 
Chestnut street to incoming government. 
Adopted. 

Public Buildings,—That the order for 
$400 for snow guards on the new Willard 
schoolhouse ought to pass. Passed to be 
ordained. 

Special Committee,—On petition for 
playgrounds in the different wards, recom- 
mended reference to incoming government. 
Accepted. 

Public Buildings,—Reference to the next 
Council of the following matters: Ward 
room in Ward Three, claim of rent for 
| Chemical house land at Houghs Neck, and 
change in blackboards in the new Willard 
schoolhouse. 

Fire Department,—Reference to the next 
Council of the following matters: Peti- 
tion for water for fire purposes in Ward 
Four; for hydrants on Beale street,Standish 
avenue, Newbury avenue, on new plains in 
Ward Three.

Councilman Sherman offered an order 
amending the ordinance concerning sala- 
ries by increasing the salary of the City 
Solicitor from $500 to $750. 

The order was favored by Councilman 
Thompson and opposed by Councilmen 
Shea and Green. 

Amendment lost § to 9. 

Councilman Thompson then moved an 
amendment making the amount $700. 

This was opposed by Councilmen Burke, 
Green and Shea and favored by Councii- 
man Sherman, and prevailed 10 to 6.

Councilman Burke then presented Engi- 
neer Blake. 

Councilman Sherman asked by what 
right. 

Councilman Newcomb moved that Engi- 
neer Blake be requested to take the floor | 
to answer any question that Councilmen | 
might propound. This was amended to | 
extend to citizens the privilege to ask 
questions and prevailed. 

Engineer Blake was then asked by Coun- 
cilman Newcomb if he had read the report 
of the last Council meeting, ané-whether 
he took exception to any of the statements 
of the Councilmen. He said he had read 
the account in the Patriot, which had 
the reputation of giving accurate reports, 
and he must say that he had been grossly 
misrepresented by certain Councilmen. 
Engineers could not afford to make mis- 
representations, and his report was the 
result of very careful study. One gentle- 
man had stated that the water shed of the 
Quincy Water Company was five square 
miles, when the fact was it was less than 
three. ‘ 

Dr. Faxon here interrupted Mr. Blake 
and attempted to raise a point of order, but 
he was ruled out of order and reluctantly 
took his seat. 

Engineer Blake finishing, Dr. Faxon was 
given an opportunity, and he queried if the 
business before the Council was a new sys- 
tem and if so, if criticism on the present 
company was not out of order. 

President Fairbanks, then on the floor, 
thought it was not the privilege of any cit- 
izen to raise a point of order in the Council, 
and the president pro tem so ruled. 

Engineer Blake continuing, said it was 
anentire perversion of his report to say 
that the proposed water shed encroached 
on that of either Braintree or Milton, for 
it did not. In fact the report said it was 
not included. Regarding Blue Hill river, 
he said to his personal knowledge it was 
not dry the past summer. Regarding the 
pipes in use by the Quincy Company, 2 
Councilman had claimed that the same 
kind of pipes bad been in use in San 
Francisco for forty years, but this was 
impossibie as it had been manufactured 
only thirteen years, 

In answer to Conncilman Newcomb, 
Engineer Blake denied that his instructions 
were to hunt up any kind of a supply, and 
to ignore the present system. That had he 
thought it advisable, he would have recom- 
mended the purchase of the present works. 

Conncilman Sherman had prepared a 
little catechism something like this: 

Do younot think that your time could 
have been better expended, so far as the 
maps is concerned by illustrating more 
fully the source of supply, place for 
reservoir, etc., even at the expense of omit- 
ting such a detailed displayof piping, hy- 
> Ans. Will leave that to the} 
judgmeut of the Council. | 

Considering the question purely as a} 
business one, and that the outlay is so 
great, can this source of supply be of any 
value if water cannot be obtained there in 
sufficient quantity? Ans. Water can be 
obtained, so the question is not pertinent. 

Would you consider a place where only 
one and one-half million gallons daily could 
be obtained a proper one to be worked at 
an expense for plant of $400,000, and at a 
cost of $30,000 yearly forever after? 
Assumption is wrong, hence question is | 
impertinent. 

Considering that the cost of the whole 
works under your plan is $422,000, of which 
the filter gallery is only $26,000, would it 
not be better to construct the filter galleries 
first and work the pump for a year to find 
if the water will hold out? No; 
capacity will be settled first. 

Have you made suflicient tests, either by 
boring or pumping, to find if the water in 
sufficient quantities can be had at this 
place?’ Ans, Enough to satisfy me. 

Would you as a member and stockholder 
of a private company, on information such 
as you have obtained being presented by 
another engineer, recommend an outlay of 
$400,000 for this water supply, if you could 
not, in addition to what water can be had 
from the meadow draw from Braintree 
Great Pond? Ans. If I was honestly in- 
terested in procuring a supply I should 
consider source first and cost afterward. 

Do you believe the city of Quincy will be 
allowed to construct filter galleries to draw 
water from Great Pond? This is not} 
proposed nor mentioned. 

If Milton should take Houghton’s pond | 
watershed, and the land on the Blue Hill 
river west of the Taunton turnpike, would 
there be any other place to make the 
reservoir? Ans. The proposed reservoir 
does not concern Houghton’s pond. 

Have you surveyed Houghton’s pond 
watershed to ascertain its area? If not, 
where do you get your figures? Aas. Yes. 

Have you any idea what the cost would 
be to prepare the Houghton’s pond reser- 
voir for the holding of water,—say for one 
and one-quarter billion gallons? Sey 
about how much per yard? Ans. Not 
estimated in such terms. 

Councilman Slade asked Engineer Blake 
what systems he had built, and he named 
a dozen or twenty, including Dedham, 
Rutland and Dover N. H. The last was 
the largest of construction, and none 
were as expensive as Quincy, but this 
was because there were fewer miles of 
streets. 

Engineer Blake was asked by Council- 
man Slade if his analyses on page 28 did 
not show Quincy water in the reservoir to 
be better than in North Attleboro, North- 
ampton and Newton, in that the total

Friep Arpies. Slice sour apples with- 
out peeling and fry in pork fat until brown, 
Serve hot. 


BakeED Poratoges, Select large, smooth 
potatoes for baking, small ones may be 
boiled and mashed; clean with warm water 
and a vegetable brush until very light 


soft. Serve immediately. 


Sguasu Croquerres. Two cups of 
maslied squash, two eggs, one cup of flour, 
one tablespoonful of butter, one tablespoon- 
ful of sugar, salt and pepper to season. 
Form into cakes and fry a nice brown in 
deep fat. Serve hot. 


Cookies. One cup each of lard and 
sour milk, two cups of sugar, one tea- 
spoonful of soda, flavor with lemon, add 
flour to knead well, and bake in a quick 
oven. 


CreEAM Pie. One pint of milk, the 
yolks of two eggs, one cupful maple sugar, 
two spoonfuls of flour; boil until it begins 
to thicken, flavor with lemon; put into the 
crust; bake and use the beaten whites of 
the eggs for frosting. 


AppLe Tapioca PuppInG. Soak a 
large coffee cupful of tapioca in three cups 
warm water two hours; slice one pint of 
sour apples into a pudding dish; sift sugar 
over them, and pour the tapioca over them; 
cover with a granite pie plate and bake one 


hour; eat whipped cream or butter and | 


sugar sauce with it. 


Common Frurr Cake. One cup butter, 
two cups sugar, one cup molasses, two eggs, 
two leaspoons cream tartar, one heaping 
teaspoon each of cinnamon, cloves and 
allspice, one nutmeg, one pound of raisins, 
stoned and chopped a little, and rolled in 
flour, one-half pound of currants, five or 
six ounces citron, one teaspoon soda dis- 
solved in one cup of milk. Add flour to 
make a stiff dough. Test by baking a 
small portion first.

The Postal Service. 
People generally take more interest in | 
the workings of the postoffice department 
than in the affairs of any other branch of 
the national government, probably because 
the postoffice and the people are so inti- 
mately connected, For that reason the sug- | 
gestions in Postmaster-General Wanama- 
ker’s report are attracting general attention, 
Every one will admit that the report is one | 
that is unusually suggestive. The post- | 
master-general’s most important recom- 
mendation is that a postal telegraph system | 
shall be established by the government. In} } 
that matter he will receive the hearty sup- | 
port of the majority of the people of the | 
country. Every one who has suffered from | 
the evils of the present monopoly, and who } 
realizes how much cheaper and more ef- | 
fective the telegraph service might be made 
under government control, will agree with 
Mr. Wanamaker that a postal telegraph 
system would greatly benefit the country.

THE CITY COUNCIL. 


Immediately after the inaugural cere- 
monies on Monday, the Clty Council of 
1891 met and organized. 

The roll was called by City Clerk Spear, 
to which the following responded: Messrs. 
Bass, Bryant, Drake, Duffield, Hammond, 
Hayward, Holden, Jones, Little, Morton, 
Moxom, Newcomb, Pope, Powers, Pratt, 
Roberts, Sherman, Spear, Thompson and 
Warner. Twenty out of a total of 23, 
Councilman Fallon being absent and there 
were two vacancies because of ties at the 
election. 

President Unanimously Elected. 

The first business was the election of a 
President, which the city charter provides 
shall be by roll call. The result was as 
follows : 


Number of votes cast, 20 
E. W. H. Bass had 1 
James Thompson, 19 


And Councilman Thompson was declared 
elected President. 

The vote for Councilman Bass was cast 
by Councilman Thompson, and the election 
of President was therefore practically 
unanimous, 

Conncilman Thompson, in accepting the 
responsible position, so ably filled by ex- 
Presidents Federhen and Fairbanks, spoke 
as follows: 


GENTLEMEN OF THE COUNCIL: — 

By a mandate from your fellow-citizens 
is entrusted to you for the coming year the 
conduct of the legislative branch of this 
city goverpment. 

Undoubtedly the questions which will 
most command your attention are those re- 
lating to its material progress. Involved 
in these are the financia! issues, and if the 
fact is not already patent to you it will be 
demonstrated to you early in the session. 
While our wants as a community are many 
its resources, the revenues at your disposal, 
are the reverse. By the law, for municipal 
purposes you are curtailed to an assessable 
rate of $12 per $1000 on the valuation of 
the city; the valuation being deter- 
mined by the average of the three preced- 
ing years. Inthe past two years of the 
city government there was developed a sum 


barely sufficient to pay the yearly expenses | °f 4 dear baby, $1. 


of its various departments; and all the} 
public improvements completed and in! 
progress since the inception of the city} 
government has been made by liberal 
drafts on the credit of the city. In this 
direction, the “debt limit,” towards which 
rapid strides have been made, we are also 
curtailed by the law. 

In view of these facts it is therefore 
needless for me to say undoubtedly every 
question involving the expenditure of the 
public money will receive from you that 
careful and earnest consideration which 
they deserve. 

Extended remarks by me are unneces- 


|sary. Undoubtedly the same public spirit

hich has ever characterized the inhabi- 
taunts of Quincy since its first settlement 
is the spirit which animates ‘you, and you 
are here to do your whole duty. ~ 

Gentlemen, for this honor, for this mark 
of your confidence I thank you. With 
your assistance and forbearance it will be 
my endeavor to maintian in this position 
the high standard established by my pre- 
decessors. 

Clerk Spear Re-elected. 

The next business was the election of a 
clerk of the council, and Christopher A. 
Spear, who has ably and acceptably filled 
the position for two years was unanimously 


re-elected. 
Choice of Seat. 


Councilman Newcomb moved to proceed 
to the drawing of seats. 

Councilman Sherman requested the priv- 
ilege of retaining his seat during 1890. 

Councilman Duffield made a similar re- 
quest, 

Councilman Jones objected unless all 
members in 1890 had the same privilege if 
they desired. He moved that all members 
in 1890 who wished, be allowed to retain 
their chairs, and the substitute prevailed. 

The following five old members out of 
nine made the request: Sherman, Duftield, 
Jones, Morton and Warner. Councilman 
Fallon was absent, Councilman Thompson 
in the chair, and Councilman Bass and 
Newcomb indifferent. Singularly Council- 
man Newcomb drew his old number, the 
best in the chamber.

istered by the new president of the senate. | 
So the Democrats were beaten by the sheer | 
weight of constitutional requirements. It 
was of no use for them to try to create 
a deadlock, for the Republicans had the 
winning card over them. 

But there was so much complaint, so 
one of the Democratic senators has said, 
about the Republicans, with only half of 
the senate, getting all of the offices, that 
they determined to make a stand for the 
Sergeant-at-arms, Capt. J. K. Churchill, a 
Grand Army ex-commander of Worcester, 
Was selected as their candidate, but by 
Some fatality or design, when they came to 
4 vote Senator Carpenter of Hampden, a 
Democrat, had stepped out. So Sergeant- 
at-arms Adams had 20 votes and Capt, 
Churchill had 19, and Adams was elected 
4s smoothly as if the vote had been unani- 
mous. The incident shows that the Dem- 
ocrats will try .o get what they want, if 
there is any chance. 


; The house Republican caucus was over 
ina few minutes. All of the old officers 
Were renominated by acclamation unani- 
mously. Mr. Wardwell of Haverhill made 
the motion for the renomination of Mr. 
Barrett. Thus the house Republicans 
enter the session far more united than they 
did last year, after the long struggle be- 
tween Barrett and Wardwell.

sidering the many drawbacks, I believe we 
| should be congratulated upon the efficiency 
of the fire department during the past year, 
and the improvement in the working of 
the fire alarm service, and while the latter 
could be still further improved by the pur- 
| chase of a four-circuit repeater, and the time 
| is close at hand when the city must adopt 
the same, yet I believe it can safely be de- 
| ferred until another year. I believe that 
| the efficiency of the department would be 

greatly inereased if portable fire ex- 
| tinguishors be attached to each hose 
carriage for use at light fires, preventing so 
much damage from water. The efficiency 
of this department would be greatly in- 
creased if the hose houses were built al- 
lowing the city to stable one of its horses 
in each building for use during the night, 
j and the question must be considered in the 
near future when hose houses in Wards 
2 and 3 are rebuilt. At the present 
time I would call your attention to the 
urgent need of a new building for the ap- 
paratus massed on School street. A large 
appropriation would be necessary to make 
the repairs so essentially necessary to ren- 
jder the present building fit for man or 
beast to stay ip, and I believe that it would 
be a waste of the city monies to attempt 
any repairing, but a new commodious 
building with a suitable ward room, is by 
all means the best economy for the city. 
The present location is most desirable for 
the protection of the business and home 
interests of our city. The hydrant service 
should be increased, affording more pro- 
tection to the thickly settled portions, and 
it adds greatly to the effective work of the 
department, 

The hose house in Ward 2, is badly in 
need of repairs, and it may be best for the 
interests of the city, to have the same re- 
built during the present year, providing in 
the same building, also, a suitable ward 
room for the use of the citizens. I am of 
the opinion that the expense of same can 


| 
be pail for from the current revenues of 
the year, and I will send to the council 
further information, at my earliest oppor- 
tunity.

LAW DEPARTMENT. 

I believe the true policy of the city should 
be to prevent suits rather than to defend 
against them, even successfully, for it 
should be borne in mind that even if the 
city obtains a clear verdict, it is attended 
by considerable expense. I do not wish to 
be understood as favoring settlements of 
cases without merit, which are brought 
against the city, but I believe that it is the 
duty to take every possible means to 
ascertain the true facts at the time of any 
accident, thus assisting the city solicitor in 
the discharge of his duties. As you gentle- 
men, are familiar with your own sections, 
I would thank you to send to the office, a 
notice of any dangerous defect in the high- 
way that comes to your knowledge that the 
same may receive prompt attention, and I 
would ask the council to consider the 
question of amending the ordinance in 
relation to streets, by adding a new section, 
obliging the tenant of an estate abutting 
on a sidewalk to remove snow and ice from 
same within a specified time, which will 
prevent many accidents and sui's against 
the city. 


WATER SUPPLY. 

The plan adopted by the last City Council 
in reference to a new water supply, has 
forwarded to the state Board of 
Health, and their report on the same will 
| be sent to you as soon as received.

SHADE TREES. 

Believing that the streets of our city 
can be vastly improved by the systematic 
planting of shade trees thereon, and deem- 
ing it wise to look forward to the future for 
results, I shall recommend a small appro- 
priation for this purpose, for the present 
year, trusting that if the same is done in 
after years, that the improved appearance 
of our highways, will be one magnet in in- 
viling new residents to our city. 

CONTINGENT FUND. 


Believing that the citizens have the right 
to demand that all questions referred to 
the Council should receive careful consid- 
eration from its members, and, when pos- 
sible, personal investigations be made, that 
the subject matter be thoroughly under- 
stood, I shal! recommend a moderate ap- 
propriation for the use of the Council, 
believing that the taxpayers do not desire 
that those who so willingly give their 
services to the city, should perform these 
labors thus devolving upon them at their 
private expense, 

I shall trust that the good judgment of 
the council will see the wisdom of establish- 
ing a rule to govern the expenditures of 
this appropriation. 5 

WOODWARD FUND. 

This fund has been increased during the 
past year, by large sales of land, and now 
amounts to nearly $261,000, and the time 
is close at hand when the city will have the 
pleasure of having another educational 
institution in its midst. 

CENTENNIAL ANNIVERSARY. 

In February, 1892, occurs the Centennial 
anniversary of the incorporation of the 
town of Quincy, and I would recommend 
that some notice be taken of the event. 

If this meets with your approval, I would 
suggest that to a special committee of the 
council, be added citizens of each ward, to 
assist in perfecting all arrangements. 

As the financial year of our city does not 
end until December 3lst of each year, an 
incoming Mayor is deprived of the valuable 
information which should be contained in 
the reports of the several departments, and 
which would enable the citizens to be in- 
formed at the beginning of another year, as 
regards the work that has been performed. 
A careful study of these reports will be 
| necessary, before arriving at a correct 
| judgment of many important questions. 
| These reports will be submitted to you 
| gentlemen, in due time. 
| The City of Quincy cannot stand still, 
with her natural advantages, her granite 
industries, schools, public library, religious 
and other educational 
growth should be rapid; progress should 
be her motto, but progress does not mean 
extravagance, and correct conclusions in 
regard to those improvements which will 
conduce to her prosperity, and which I 
have called your attention to, can only be 
solved by a careful study of each question 
| as it presents itself, and weighing it, in its 
| bearings upon all other questions. 

I sincerely trust that the year will be one 
of prosperity and growth to our city, that 
the business entrusted to our care will re- 
| ceive the attention it deserves. The ad- 
ministration will be more wisely judged at 
the end, than at the beginning, for the 
citizens have a right to expect results rather 
than promises, and “‘may the supreme 
power whose aid we invoke today, inspire 
us to administer the government wisely, 
with purity of purpose, and our acts re- 
bound to the honor and glory and good

text-books on the topic was translated into 
Japanese and is now in use in the schools 
of that country. In Australia temperance 
education is made compulsory in primary 
grades, 

The Siamese minister of education has 
recommended the translation and introduc- 
tion of one of the American temperance 
physiologies into the government schools 
of that country, where not only alcohol 
and tobacco, but opium and Indian hemp 
as well have united in their work of exter- 
mination. A resident missionary of Siam, 
writing to Mrs. Mary H. Hunt, the origi- 
nator and leader of the temperan¢e educa- 
tion movement in this country and now 
superintendent of the same for the World's 
W. C. T. U., says that among the Siamese 
there is hardly one temperate man in 100, 
that she has never seen a man or boy 
among them who did not use tobacco and 
some use oplum and Indian hemp as well, 
and that the blood of the whole race is 
vitiated by these poisons. One slave to 
opium said that “if his mother’s flesh were 
opium he could cut it out piece by piece 
and smoke it.’ 

In India, where drink is said to be on 
the rising tide among the masses, the 
missionaries are looking to physiological 
instruction as @ means of saving the com- 
ing generation from the threatening evil 
and are actively engaged in a movement 
for securing the introduction of the study 
into the government schools. Mr. Maurice 
Gregory of the Bombay Guardian, the 
Rev. H, C. Stuntz, editor of tie Indian 
Witness, and other missionaries ‘n the 
Madras Presidencey, in Bombay, Calcutta 
and Northern India are in correspondence 
with Mrs, Hunt concerning the preparation 
of the necessary text-books and other ways 
and means essential! 
movement, 

Application for copies of the American 
temperance physiolozies have also been re- 
ceived from Turkey, where, according to 
the Rev. A. Fniler, President of the Central 
College of Turkey, tobacco is almost a 
greater curse than alcohol. 

Other countries in which movements 
have been begun for the introduction into 
the schools of this saving knowledge of the 
narcotics, which are weakening the strong 
and destroying the weak of all races, are, 
France, Austria, Bulgarir, Denmark, the 
Danish West Indies and England. Several 
leading philanthropists of the latter country 
have written for copies of the American 
school text-books on this topic, and the 
British Womens’ Association is preparing 
to work actively for the introduction of 
this study into the British public schools.—

Looking at 
the subject with refereuce to accumulated 
wealth, the man who is worth $1,000 usu- 
ally spends at leust $500 a year on the sup- 
port of his family, while the man who is 
worth $1,000,000 rarely spends $50,000. In- 
direct taxation, therefore, obviously bears 
at least ten times as heavily upon the 
former as upon the latter. Under abso- 
lutely direct taxation, no poor man would 
ever pay a larger share than a rich man, 
and, indeed, most of the working classes | 
would pay no taxes at all; because the 
collection of direct taxes from them would 
be too laborious and expensive to be main- 
tained. In many instance3, rich men now 
pay only a hundredth part of the federal 
taxes which they would have to pay if they 
should be assessed at the same proportional 
rate as the mass of daily laborers. Upon 
the average, indirect taxation 
may be fairly stated to bear at least ten 
times as beavily upon the poor as upon the 
rich.—Thowas G.

“Something of a fight is in prospect in 
the Legislature, now in session, over the 
completion of the purchase of the works 
and franchise of the Portsmouth Aqueduct 
Company by the city.

From the State House. 


Beston, Mass., Jan. 14, 1891. 


‘* Make haste slowly,’’ was the motto of 
the presiding officers of the legislature in 
deciding upon the committees. Gov. Rus- 
sell had recommended changes in the com- 
missions, in the control of streets by muni- 
cipal corporations and in other unusual 
matters. No committee was constituted to 
handle these subjects, and the question was 
whether a special committee should be 
selected or whether the matters should be 
distributed among other committees as well 
as possible. So the committees were not 
; announced till Tuesday. Then it appeared 
that a special committee had been created 
to consider the matter of commissions, 
while the other new matters had been dis- 
tributed among the old committees. 

President Sprague has divided the senate 
committee positions as fairly as possible be- 
{tween the two parties, considering that 
there are 20 republicans in the senate and 
|20 democrats. ‘There are six senate stand- 
ing committees and 32 joint standing com- 
mittees, and each party gets just half of the 
chairmen. Senator Pinkerton of Worcester 
jis chairman of the senate judiciary, and 
Senator Bennett of Suffolk of the railroad 
| committee, Both are republicans and these 
jare the two most sought chairmanship, 
| But there was no better way to allot the 
places. Generally there seems to be satis- 
faction with the distribution, and now the 
| legislature is nearly ready for work. 

Privately among the members of the 
house there is kicking against a new rule 
which was adopted at the close of last 
year’s session and has been adopted this 
year with the mass of other rules. It is 
that every petition and order, as soon as it 
is introduced, must be referred to the 
committee on rules and that committee 
must report within a week what disposal 
} Shall be made of it. Such a rule is most 

ridiculous. All committees 4re appointed 
| for winnowing the matter presented and 
| for deciding which of them are worthy 
| bases of legislation. But this rule implies 
that the committee on rules knows more 
than all the remainder of the house put 
|together. It also tends to the delay of 
| business, for every matter must be passed 
jupon by this omniscient committee before 
it can go to any other committee and there 
is opportunity for procrastination on every 
jmatter and contest on every report from 
the committee. The whole matter illus- 
trates the growing tendency to red tape 
jand it is a wonder that the house endures 
it at all. 

But the opposition to the new rule, and 
the manifest impossibility of its successful 
| operation led to a complete change of front 
on the part of the committee on rules at 
|an early a date as Wednesday. The com- 
| mitte reported unanimously as a substitute 
| for the obnoxious rule, a measure by which 
all power of the committee over the final 
disposal of orders and petitions was re- 
moved, and the committees was restricted 
to little more than clerial functions over 
| the form of documents. All their action 
jis to occur before the documents are 
presented to the house, and thus the expen- 
| sive duplication of matters in the journal 
| is prevented.

Curing a Cold. 


When one becomes chilled, or takes cold 
the mouths of myriads of little sweag glands 
are suddenly closed, and the impurities 
which pass off through the skin are forced 
back to the interior of the body, vitiating 
the blood, and putting extra work on the 
lungs and other internal organs. 

Just beneath the surface of the skin, all 
over the body, there is a net-work of 
minute blood vessels, finer than the finest 
lace. When one is chilled the blood is 
forced from these capillary vessels into one 
or more of the internal organs, producing 
inflammation or congestion, and thus often 
causing diseases dangerous to life, 

The time to treat a cold is at the earliest 
possible moment after you have taken it, 
and your prime object should be to restore 
the perspiration and the capillary circu- 
lation, 

As soon, then as you feel that you have 
taken cold, have a good fire in your bed- 
room. Put your feet into water as hot as 
can be borne, and containing a tablespoon- 
ful of mustard, Have it in a vessel so deep 
that the water will come up well toward 
the knees. Throw a blanket, over the 
whole to prevent rapid evaporation and 
cooling. In from five to ten minutes take 
the feet out, wipe them dry, and get into a 
bed on which there are two extra blankets. 

dust before or after getting into bed, 
drink a large glass of lemonade as hot as 
possible, or a glass of hot water contain- 
ing a teaspoonful of cream of tartar, with 
a little sugar if desired. 

Should there be a pain in the chest, side 
or back, indicating plenrisy or pneumonia, 
dip a smal! towel in cold water, and wring 
it as dry as possible. Fold the towel so it 
will cover a little more surface than is af- | 
fected by the pain. Cover this with a piece 
of flannel, and both with oiled silk, or 
better, with oiled linen; now wind a strip 
of flannel a foot wide several times around 
the chest. 

The heat of the body will warm the 
towel almost immediately, the oiled linen 
and flannel will retain the heat and mois- 
ture, and steaming the part will generally 
cause the pain to disappear. 

Should there be pain or soreness in the 
throat, you should treat it in a similar man- 
ner with wet compress and flannel bandage. 

Eat sparingly of plain, simple food. 
Baked apples and other fruit, bread and 
butter, bread and milk, milk toast, baked 
potatoes or raw oysters may be eaten. 

By following the above directions in- 
telligently and faithfully you will ordinarily 
check the progress of the cold and prevent 
serious, possibly fatal illness.-—Youth’s

Dust in Furnace Pipes. 

Listen to what an experienced master 
plumber has to say: 

“The amount of dust and dirt that will 
collect in the furnace pipes can only be 
realized by those who have had occasion to 
clean them out. Most furnaces that have 
been in use for some time become covered 
with dust, and it is not surprising when 
the furnace is heated to a red heat some 
sort of smell should be given out. The 
‘burnt smell’ may be warning to us not to 
breathe it. When meat has not a good 
odor we do not care to eat it, and it might 
be a good plan not to breathe air that does 
not smell as fresh as it should. 

“The pipes should all be swabbed out 
with a large carriage sponge fastened to a 
flexible wire that will go into the bends,

Ingrowing Nails.

Troublesome Coin. 


Canadian coin is of no small worry in 
metroplitan life. Intrinsically it is worth 
more than our own, but practically it is 
commercially tabooed and is always a 
source of irritation and sometimes per- 
sonal loss, except to those who deal in it 
as a commodity. Nearly every time you 
get change a 10-cent or 25-cent Canadian 
coin will slip in—usually the former— 
which can scarcely be detected from our 
dime, says the Pittsburg Dispatch.

Honest Money. 


The following speech by Hon. Elijah A. 
Morse, in the National House of Repre- 
sentatives, we copy from the Congressional 
Record of Saturday last: 

Mr. Chairman, as an offset to the free- 
silver speech of the distinguished Demo- 
crat from Arkansas [Mr. Rogers], in favor 
of a debased currency, in which he speaks 
for the Democratic party, I desire to send 
to the Clerk’s desk and have read some 
resolutions offered by Mr. Quincy, the 
leader of the Democratic party in the 
Massachusetts Legislature, day before yes- 
terday. I predict, Mr. Chairman, that 
when these resolutions reach consideration 
in the Massachusetts Legislature they will 
pass unanimously; not a Democratic mem- 
ber will dare to vote against them. Men 
of all parties in Massachusetts believe in 
honest money. They believe in « dollar 
with a hundred cents, and no part of it 
fiat; and I say further that not a Demo- 
crat could have been elected from Massa- 
chusetts as a member of the next Congress 
who declared himself in favor of a de 
based currency or in favor of free silver. 
The State was carried against the Republi- 
cans in the recent campaign by misrepre- 
sentation and falsehood. 

It was denied on the stump in Massa- 
chusetts in the late campaign, as claimed 
by the gentleman from Arkansas, that the 
Democratic party stood for debased cur- 
rency and for free silver. 

The provisions of the McKinley bill were 
shamefully misrepresented, peddlers were 
employed to pretend to offer to sell goods, 
and when the tremendous price asked was 
complained of, the people were told that it 
was the effects of the McKinley bill. Asa 
specimen lie the laboring men were told 
that the poor man’s house would cost him 
more now because the McKinley Dill 
doubled the duty on lumber (it reduced it 
one-half), and that lie was repeated night 
after night in my district, and the mis- 
representation of the true position of the 
Democratic party upon the question now 
under consideration was a part and parcel 
of the campaign of lying, falsehood, and 
misrepresentation by which Massachusetts 
elected a Democratic governor and a ma- 
jority of Democratic Congressmen to the 
Fifty-second Congress. 

The truth is dawning upon the people of 
my State, Mr. Chairman, but I fear too 
late to prevent the appalling financial dis 
aster sure to overtake the country at the 
meeting of the next Congress unless a 
Republican President shall interpose a veto. 

The Clerk then read the resolutions in- 
troduced by Mr. Quincy, of Quincy: 
“Resolution in favor of the maintenance 

of the bimetallic standard of value, and 


against the debasement of the currency 
through the free coinage of silver. 


“Whereas the people of this Common- 
wealth, without distinction of party, are 
generally opposed to any legislation which 
will lead to the debasement of the Federal 
currency and the substitution of a single 
depreciated standard of value, based upon 
silver, for the present double standard, 
based upon gold and silver circulating at « 
parity; and 

“* Whereas such legislation, while injuri 
ous to the whole community, would bear 
with especial hardship upon the wage- 
earning masses of the people; and 

“Whereas the free coinage of silver, as 
proposed by a measure now pending before 
the Senate of the United States, would 
bring about these results in a comparatively 
short period of time, destroying the chances 
of securing an international agreement for 
maintaining gold and silver at a parity, 
threatening the ability of the Treasury to 
maintain gold payments, and thus carrying 
gold to a premium and withdrawing it from 
the currency: 

** Resolved, That we hereby declare our 
opposition to the free coinage of silver, 
and protest against the passage of such 
legislation by Congress. 

Resolved, That these resolutions be 
communicated to Congress, and that a copy 
thereof be transmitted to each of the 
Senators and Representatives in Congress 
from this Commonwealth.”

Extension of Free Delivery. 


Understanding that the government con-! 
templated extending the free delivery | 
system to all parts of the city now uncoy- 
ered, and knowing that an inspector from 
the Post Office department had visited this | 
city and inspected the offices at Wollaston, 
Atlantic and Quincy Point with that ob- 
ject in view, a Parsior representative 
called upon Postmaster Adams to get some 
official information. 

Mr. Adams said: “Inspector Stoddard, 
who was recently here from Washington, 
has recommended to the department that the 
whole city shall now be covered by carriers. 
It is the policy of a department to give the 
whole of a city free delivery and not limit 
it to certain parts, as is the case of Quincy. 
Isee by the LEDGER that a petition is 
now being circulated in Atlantic for free 
delivery and is being generaily signed. 

People have an erroneous idea that the 
post-offices in these sections will be abol- 
ished. Theoretically, they will; practically, 
they will not. That isto say, the govern- 
ment will hereafter designate them as | 
postal stations. The boxes will be retained, 
stamps sold and letters registered, the only 
difference being that the government will 
deliver the mail at the houses, or, if the 
residents do not wish they can have it 
placed in boxes as heretofore.

A communication having been received | 
from Messrs. Sturgis & Cabot, the archi- 
tects upon the Willard schoolhouse, certi- 
fying that the neglect of the contractors, 
the Messrs. Cushing, to carry out the pro- 
visions of their contract with the city for 
building said schoolhouse, had been such 
as to furnish sufticient ground for the city 
to terminate their employment, take pos- 
session of the premises and employ other 
persons to finish the work, and provide 
materials therefor, acting under the advice 
of the City Solicitor 1 caused a written 
notice to be served on the said Cushings, 
notifying them that their employment 
would be terminated in three days after 
service of the notice. This notice was 
served January 13, 1891. 

The premises are now in the possession 
of the city. It remains to take such steps 
as may be necessary and proper to com- 
plete the building. 

The amount remaining in the treasury of

Report of School Committee. | 


We have been permitted to review the 
forthcoming annual report of the School | 
Committee of 1890, After a page of intro- | 
ductory it comes jto the vital question of | 
school accommodations in West Quincy. | 

Concerning the Willard schoolhouse tl.e | 
report will say:—‘* The erection of the new | 
schoolhouse in West Quincy goes on slowly. 
To further complicate matters, Foresters’ 
hall which had been used as a temporary 
school room, was recently destroyed by fire, 
rendering it necessary to discover and in 
one sense create new quarters. After some 
difficulty a portion of Farnum's block, 
formerly used as a shoe store, was secured 
and the schoo! which had been driven out} 
by fire was installed therein. | 

The sagacity of our superintendent has | 
triumphed over many obstacles, but the 
shameful fact remains that the children of 
this district are woful sufferers by jreason | 
of the delay encountered in the completion 
of the new building. A singular and what 
seems to us an unwise provision of the city 
charter has placed under the, control of the 
Commissioner of Public Works, the erec- 
tion of all school edifices, a task which 
under the town form of government usually 
entered into the regular duties of the 
School board. Consequently at the 
meeting held on March 30, 1889, the School | 
committee sent to the City Council a com- 
munication embodying its views upon the | 
character of the-new building, it 


Reached the Legal Limit 
of its functions, and since that date it has 
been reduced to a state of passive observa- 
tion, having neither warrant or power to 
hasten the completion of the new structure. 

In common with all citizens who have at 
leart the welfare of our children we greatly | 
deplore the existing state of things in West 
Quincy, but we wish the people of this city | 
to thoroughly understand that no shadow | 
of responsibility for it can fall upon the 
school board. 

In view of recent experience we respect- 
fully suggest to our citizens the considera- 
tion of the question whether it would not 
be desirable to make at some future day 
such a change in the charter as would 
put matters of this sort under the super- 
vision of the School Committee, as being 
that branch of the city government most 
closely interested in school affairs, and 
therefore most competent to accomplish 
the object desired. 

The report also calls attention to the 
pressing necessity for 

More School Accommodations 
in Ward Three, the Adams and 
Hancock buildings, both being overcrowded. | 
No recommendations however are made. 

The radical change in the High school 
also receives a paragraph, which notes an 
improvement. 

The committee state that no definite con- 
clusion has been reached relative to consol- 
idating the High school, Adams Academy 
and Woodward Seminary. 

The introduction of elementary science 
or nature study will, it thought, be a lasting 
benefit to the scholars, quickening their

perceptive powers and greatly enlarging in 
them, the domain of thought. 


Amendments tothe Liquor Law. 

There will be a public hearing at the! 
State House on Monday, Feb. 9, at 10.30 a. 
M., relative to amending section 9 of chap-i 
ter 100 of the Public Statutes, so as to allow 
the delivery of liquor by an innholder or 
common victualler from a counter or other 
structure adapted to the purpose; also, on 
the recommendation of Gov. Russell upon | 
the same subject. 

On Monday, Feb. 16, at 10.30 A. M., at} 
the State House, there will also be a hear- 
ing relative to increasing the number of 
places licensed for the sale of intoxicating 
liquors. 

The temperance citizens of Quincy should 
be up and doing, and not allow favorable 
reports on these amendments, unless they 
believe them to be for the best interest of 
the State. Certainly there seems to be 
enough places now, in every city where li-| 
censes are granted, without increasing the | 
number, both for the dealers and drinkers. | 
The Milford Journal, in speaking on this 
subject, says: | 

“The question of liquor license is bound | 
to play a prominent part in the present 
State Legislature. It was for this the great 
campaign fund was raised last year by the 
Boston liquor dealers’ association. The 
intention was to capture not only the gov- 
ernorship, but both branches of the Legis- 
lature. ‘The first succeeded, the Senate is} 
a tie, while in the House there is an un- 
doubted majority for any so-called “‘relief” 
the liquor dealers may ask for, and any 
such legislation would be altogether likely 
to encounter none but favoring gales in the 
Senate. 

“We look to see the ‘closed bar’ feature 
wiped out, and with it the section allowing 
adjoining owners of property to object toa 
license issuing, and the ratio of population | 
necessary for a license materially cut down, 
if not entirely done away with, as a means 
of getting rid of the present high license 
system and accompanying fees. In a word, 
we expect to find the Legislature enacting 
into law any requests the managers of the 
liquor interest may ask for.”

The Sailors’ Home. 


On Nov. 9, 1864, a fair, or, to speak more 
definitely, a series of fairs were opened in 
Boston for the purpose of raising money to 
found a home for disabled seamen of the 
United States navy, similar to the Sailors’ 
Snug Harbor, which was founded in 1831 
by Capt. Richard R. Randall on Staten 
Island, N. Y., for the merchant marine. 

Its objects were thus briefly set forth in 
the official programme: ‘According to 
the rules of our service, those who are 
suffering or inyalided from wounds or in- 
curable disease, can only remain a limited 
time in the hospitals, the exception being 
a service of twenty years. It follows that 
very many of this valuable class of citizens, 
who have braved every peril in defence of 
our flag, are, and will be, cast upon the 
world, helpless and without the means 
of support; for to those whose constitu- 
tions are broken by disease and exposure 
no pensions are allowed; and to those who 
are'disabled by wounds, an entirely insuffi- 
cient one for their support is granted, The 
establishment of a home for disabled sea- 
men is imperatively called for by every ob- 
ligation of justice and every instinct of 
humanity, in order to relieve the large 
amount of almost unrecognized destitution 
and misery even now pressing upon the 
friends of the sailor.”

Since writing the above, a letter has been 
received from Mr. Henry Sprague a for- 
mer member of the Home. Mr, Sprague's 
letter is as follows:

My Dear Sm: While at the Sailors’ 
Home at Quincy I had granted to me by an 
act of Congress, an additional pension of 
$20 per month, and a check was sent to me 


from the pension department for back pay | 


to the amount of $51 directed to Quincy, 
Mass. Dr. Faxon, contrary to law, took 
the letter containing the check from the 
post office, opened it and then notified me 
of its receipt. 

When I came to see about it, he (Dr. 
Faxon) said if I would endorse the check 
he would draw the money for me. He got 
the money from the bank and when I came 
for it he counted out one half of it and 
notified me he should keep the remainder. 
To this I objected, and stated to him that 
it was all my own, and that I should have 
the whole or none, After some hesitation 
he pa‘d me the whole face of the check. I 
left the institution the next morning and 
came to my old home in Vermont. 

The taking of letters from the office and 
opening them I believe is generally practiced 
by Dr. Faxon on all letters directed to in- 
mates of the home. 

If required I am ready to go before any 
authority having competent jurisdiction 
and make oath to the above facts.

Boston is jealous of Philadelphia, Chi- 
cago and other large cities, and that the 
city may compare favorably with these, the

Added to the above is the fact that there 
have been two co-operative banks organ- 
ized. The oldest of these is that at Wol- 
laston, which was started on April 16, 1889. 
Its treasurer writes me that on Jan. 1, 1891, 
the institution had 257 members or deposi- 
tors, and that the amount put in, aside 
from the profits, was $25,915. 

The Quincy Co-operative Bank began 
business on May 7, 1889. At the beginning 
of this year (1891) it had 269 members, and 
its deposits aggregated $19,230. 

But this is not all. During the last ten 
years the population has increased from 
10,570 to 16,711, a gain of fifty-eight per 
cent. The number of houses erected in 
1881 was twenty-four; in 1880, 163, and in 
ten years 1,013. The valuation in 1880 
was $7,528,096; in 1890, $13,677,410, a gain 
eighty-two per cent. In the year ending 
April 30, 1882, there were forty-two licenses 
granted under a town government; today, 
under city control, no license is granted, 
even to druggists. The District Court 
record shows that in one year, in Randolph, 
under license, with a population of 3,807, 
there were 143 drunks reported by the 
police, while in Quincy, then more than 
three times as large, the number of similar 
offenders for the same period of time was 
fifty-five. 

Surely no further evidence will be asked 
for by anybody with which to confound 
the “false prophets"? who once resided in 
Quincy. The old cry ‘ Prohibition can- 
not be enforced,’ has ceased. Kitchen 
grogshops are nuisances of the past, and 
pocket peddlers of the “‘ardent"’ have been 
compelled to seek more congenial climes. 
No one will deny that during the past 
ten years Quincy has been rapidly and 
steadily growing in wealth, in population 
and in everything which makes a town or 
a city a more desirable place of residence. 

And a large part of this very desirable 
state of things, let it be understood, is due 
‘Lo prohibition—enforced.

Counterfeit Currency. 


““More counterfeit money is in actual 
circulaticn than people in general believe,” 
remarked a teller in one of Chicago's lead- 
ing bank. recently. ‘Of course, only the 
better ch $s of counterfeits remain in circu- 
lation, and even then do not pass undetect- 
ed long. The detection of a counterfeit 
bill, however, does not retire it from circu- 
lation by any means, A grocer, for 
instance, who finds a $5 eounterfejt bill in 
his money-drawer at night is liable to argue 
jthat Le cannot well afford to lose the 
| amount, and, also, that a counterfeit which 
was good enough to deceive him is good 
enough to deceive some one else. The 
j Hext day some customer getsit in change, 
and ten to one it is passed through a dozen 

hands before the discovery is again made 
| Uhat itis bogus. But its mission does not 
jend here. Perbape the last holder of the 
| bill can tell who paid it to lim. if so the

offered for deposit. A merchant may bring 
in several hundred dollars, and among the 
bills is a single counterfeit. Of course it 
is thrown out a eoon as it is discovered.

Mail Cars. 


Nearly-every railroad in the United States 
carries, at least once a day, one or more 
men whose business it is to receive, sort, 
and deliver the mail gathered at the towns 
along or near that road. 

If there is littke work to be done, one 
man does it alone, in a small room built in 
a part of the baggage-car or smoking-car. 
As the business increases, two or more 
men work together, having a whole car for 
their accommodation, This car is drawn 
directly behind the engine, so that there 
shall be no occasion for any passing through 
it. With still more business, between the 
large cities, wo or more cars are run; until 
between New York and Chicago we have a 
whole train run exclusively for the mail 
service, made up of five cars and worked 
by twenty men. AA line of railroad between 
two cities, used in this way, for sorting the 
mail, is called au “*R. P. O.,"’ i. e., “Rail- 
way Post-office,”’ and there is an immense 
number of such in the country, taking their 
names from the chief offices on the line. 

Such are the “Boston and Albany,’ 
“Boston, Springfield and New York,” 
“Portland and Island Pvint,” ‘‘Chicago 
and Cedar Rapids,’ and many hundred 
others. The runs vary greatly in length, 
ranging from twenty miles to as high as a 
thousand miles. The extremely long runs, 
with the exception of the “New York and 
Chicago,” are found only in the West, 
where there are great distances between the 
cities. On such a run there will be two or 
more men, one crew sleeping while the 
other works. The ‘New York and Chi- 
cago” is divided into three sections. On 
this run the twenty men who start out 
from New York are relieved by as many 
more at Syracuse, and these in turn are re- 
lieved at Cleveland by another company 
who take the train into Chicago. Asa 
general thing, however, a run is planned to 
be about the distance which can be covered 
in a day. 

On all the more important lines there are 
two sets of men, one for day and one for 
night service. If the run is a short one 
with but little mail, oue man does the work 
alone, running every day, and usually 
having several hours to rest at one end of 
the road or the other. Where the run is 
long enough, so that the trip takes all day, 
there will be four sets of men. One man, 
or set of men, starts at one end of the run, 
and covers the entire line, meeting the 
other somewhere On the route, and return- 
ing the next day. When these men have 
worked a week, they go home and rest a 
week, and the others take their places. 
Such is the arduous nature of the work, 
the strain to mind and body, and particu- 
larly to eyesight, from working all day long 
in the constant jar and rattle, that few 
men would be able to retain a place were it 
not for these periods of rest.—Mazx Bennett 
in February St. Nicholas.

Where to Put Stamp on Letters. 


It has become a custom which all 
thoughtful persons always observe, to 
place the stamp on the upper right-hand 
;corner of the envelope, but few people 
have ever stopped to think what was the 
reason for this choice of position. The 
canceling stamp and the postmarking 
stamp are fastened side by side upon the 
same handle, and if the stamp is correctly 
placed one blow makes both impressions. 
If, however, the stamp is on the lower 
right-hand corner the postmark falls on 
the address, and both are illegible, while if 
the stamp is on the left-hand side, the 
postmark, which is always at the left of 
the canceller, does not strike the envelope 
at all, and a second blow is necessary to 
secure it. 


So, if the stamp is anywhere 
except in the upper right-hand corner, it 
makes just twice as much work for the 
clerk, and this, where he is stamping many 
thousaud pieces every day, is no small 
matter. There has been in use for some 
time, in the post-office in Boston, a num- 
ber of cancelling machines, into which the 
letters, all faced upward, are fed. These 
machines, if the stamps are correctly 
placed, do the work quite well, leaving on 
the envelope the row of long black lines 
which we all have 
letters. 

I am not able to learn, however, that 
there is any other office in the country, as 
yet, which uses these. The Boston office 
has also, quite recently, put in Operation a 
most ingenious machine for cancelling and 
postmarking postal cards, which differs 
from the other in the greater rapidity of its 
work. Two hundred cards can be placed 
in it at once, a crank is turned, and click,

Japanese Ingenuity. 


In no country in the world are the people 
so ingenious as are the Japanese. The 
numberless little contrivances which they 
invent either for use, comfort, amusement, 
or for decorative purposes, is simply won- 
derful. One of the many quaint little arti- 
cles which go to form a part of every 
Japanese woman's dainty accessories is the 
chest-warmer. Now, a chest-warmer is 
nothing more or less than a diminutive 
charcoal stove about four inckes long by 
two and a half wide and an inch in thick- 
ness. They are made of tin, with tiny 
perforations here and there on the side 


to farnish a draft and keep alive the fire e 


within. 

The tin is then covered with paper to 
prevent the escape of any particles of dust 
or ashes which might soil the outside cover, 
which is generally made of delicately em- 
broidered silk of some bright hue. Op the 
top is a little slide which is drawn aside to 
admit the fuel, which consists of a roll of 
charcoal the length of the box and an inch 
in diameter. The charcoal is finely pow- 
dered and securely packed in a tough paper 
cover; this roll is lighted at one end and 
then deposited in the little stove, where it 
merrily burns away for six hours before 
needing renewal, giving out a gentle 
warmth, which is decidedly agreeable on a 
cold day, 

The Japanese women invariably dress in 
light weight silk kimonas (dresses), care- 
lessly folded across the bosom. Now, as 
the climate of Japan is damp and at times 
decidedly chilly, and Japanese fashion will 
not admit of warm wraps, a Japanese lady 
deftly slips a couple of the little charcoal 
comforters beneath the multitudinous 
wrinkles and folds of her loose gown, ad- 
justing one over each lung; then she 
boldly defies the cold, d'splaying two or 
three inches of shiuing amber-hued throat 
without the least fear of the terrors of 
pneumonia. American ladies who visit 
Japan find them very pleasant as hand- 
warmers. One of them slipped into the 
muff will warm one to an amazing de- 
gree, = EMO eMe 2 Telegraph.

Politics and Christianity. 


‘American Politics and Christian Living” 
was the subject of Congressman Morse’s 
address at Garfield Memorial Church last 
Sunday. There was a large audience pres - 
ent,and the address was listened attentively 
throughout. In the course of his discus- 
sion of the subject Mr. Morse delivered an 
eloquent eulogy on the life of the late Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, Windom, 
concluded as follows: 

In the palace of Versailles I saw a beau- 
tiful marbie figure representing the last 
hours of Napoleon at St. Helena, seated in 
his chair to die. His face is haggard and 
emaciated with pain and sickness, his 
hands are bony and fleshless, the muscles 
of his mouth are drawn and contracted, his 
eye is growing dim in death, and on his lap 
is a map of Europe; he died alone. He 
had put away the only woman he ever 
loved, the beautiful Josephine. He died a 
disappointed, heart-broken man, breathing 
threatenings and maledictions upon his 
enemies, 

Sixty years later there sat another soldier 
in his chair to die, but an American, 
Christian, patriot and statesman. Have 
you read the story of his life and death, 
and can you doubt that they answer the 
question before us in the negative? He 
died surrounded by his family, with the only 
woman he ever loved weeping by his side. 
In his pocket was a concealed letter to be 
found and read by her after his death, to 
comfort and assuage her grief and con- 
taining Christian counse) for his children. 
On his lips were words of peace and good - 
will towards those who had been the 
enemies of their country. On the table 
were telegrams of condolence and sympathy 
from these same men, who were 
enemies no more. 

To the end that his family might not eat 
the bread of charity, think of his writing 
his memoirs while that terrible disease was 
gnawing at his vitals. Faults Gen. Grant 
had, but does not his life, and especially 
his death, answer the queston before us 
most emphatically in the negative? 

A few hours ago the telegragph flashed 
the mournful tidings across the country and 
across oceans and continents that William 
Windom was dead. The United States 
Treasury is draped in mourning, and the 
land is filled with sorrow at his untimely 
death, but the great Secretary, who now 
lies dead on his shield, in this Capital city, 
awaiting mortuary honors, needs no words 
of eulogium from me. 

Abler pens and more eloquent tongues 
than mine will recite his virtues and re- 
count his honors and achievements. 

He illustrates my subject. He was a 
Christian statesman. He died as he lived, 
at the post of duty, died in the zenith of 
his fame, died with words of wise 
on his lips to his countrymen at a critical 
moment in the financial history of the 
country. 

Alas, one by one, our pilots drop from 
the helm, and men clasp each other's hand 
and look in each other's faces and say: 
‘“* Who now shall guide our ship of state ?’’ 

In the death of William Windom, Presi- 
dent Harrison has lost one of his wisest 
councillors, the Treasury has lost one of its 
most efficient Secretaries since the forma- 
tion of the Government, his family have 
lost a kind father, an affectionate husband, 
aman of spotless character. The friends 
of honor and honesty in public affairs have 
lost a champion. The nation has lost a 
statesman, and philanthropy has lost a 
friend. 

Do you desire other illustrations? I 
point you to a long line of illustrious men, 
living and dead, which the time allowed for 
this address forbids me to mention. What! 
a godly, religious life inconsistent with 
eminent public service ? Have you read the 
book, have you read that Nebuchadnezzar 
and Belshazzar found no man so wise in the 
affairs of state as Daniel, who retired three 
times a day to pray.

New Water Supply. 


The State Board of Health gave a hear- 
ing in Boston Tuesday afternoon on the 
plan submitted by the City of Quincy fora 
new water supply. All the board were} 
present except Messrs. Hasting and Apple- 
ton. As Chairman Mills recently said in a 
letter to the Lawrence people: 

“The state board of health is required 
to consult with and advice the authorities 
of cities intending to introduce a system 
of water supply, as to the most appropriate 
source of supply and the best practicable 
method of assuring the purity thereof; 
and such cities are required to submit to 
the board, for its advice, outlines of their 
proposed plans in relation to a water supply; | 
and its recommendaticns and advice must 
accompany any petition the city may make 
to the legislature for authority to introduce 
asupply. The method of the board, after 
receiving the plans of the city, is to have 
the subject in all its bearings made a special 
study by its own engineers, looking to the 
city to supply local facts and to make the 
desired investigations of localities. The 
report of the engineers of the board is then 
considered by the committee having this 
subject in charge and conclusions are regom- | 
mended to the board for its adoption,"’

The National Sailors’ Home. 


following letter written by our townsmen, 
Rey. D. M. Wilson, concerning the Sailors’ 
Home, which has of late been brought quite 
prominently before the public: 


‘“With painful amazement I have just 
read in the columns of your paper what was 
there described as a “'story’’ about the 
National Sailors’ Fome here in Quincy, 
“that might well bring the blush of shame 
to the fair cheek of Massachusett’scharity.”’ 
I have so long and intimately known the 
Traveller to be a paper of sober and accurate 
statement, that ] cannot but wonder how 
your reporter was beguiled into making the 
assertions in that “story,” The building 
is indeed old, inconvenient, and not at all 
homelike. It was built at the close of the 
war, when material was costly, when little 
taste was displayed in practical architecture, 
and it was built ina hurry. So, compared 
with the more modern structures used for 
similar purposes, it is unattractive and 
awkward. But it is clean. 
the kind, no home is kept clean#r, and 
everything is done to make the inmates 
comfortayle. The trustees have long been 
convinced that the home shoyld be better 
housed. They have had plans drawn, and 
seemed at one time on the eve of building. 
The enterprise, however, has been post- 
poned from time to time, probably for 
financial reasons. In this unsettled state 
they have not felt warranted, likely enough 
in laying out much money in altering the 
old structure. They have patched the 
plastering truly, but they have done it 
neatly, and the past summer the outside of 
the byilding was painted, and it was painted 
inside wheye needed.

| inmates, that is done in an entirely decent 


and reverent manner, Such persgns gs are 
Catholics are, by their own choice, most 
often attended in their last sickness by a 
priest of their faith, and their remains 
interred by the rites of the Catholic church.

been at the State House this year and some 
of them have attended hearings before the 
Railroad Committee, just as if they had 
been retained by their old employers. One 
of the most experienced of them assures 
me that he proposes to conform to the law 
and that he will work squarely and honestly 
under it; that he will register and stand op 
his legal footing us recognised by last 
year’s law. Without question the law 
must have much effect at present. Of 
course ways will be found for evading it, 
but though the members may be liable to 
pressure from lobbyists outside of the 
State House, it is no small gain to have 
the lobby’s operations in it checked. It is 
something to have driven the money- 
changers from the temple. The problem 
is to keep them out. 

Legislative hearings are in full blast 
now and the people flock to the State 
House in large numbers te make their 
wants known. Biennial elections, also, 
woman suffrage, fining for imperfect weav- 
ing and other popular matters have al- 
ready been heard.

‘Household Receipts. 


GINGER CAKEs. Two cups of molasses, 
one of melted butter and lard mixed, one 
heaping cup of brown sugar, two teaspoon- 
fuls of cinnamon, three of ginger, a little 
grated nutmeg and enough flour to make it 
stiff enough to roll out; roll very thin; 
cutin round cakes and bake in a quick 
oven. 

PuppinG Sauce. To three large table- 
spoonfuls of nice brown sugar, put a large 
tablespoonful of butter and half a one of 
flour; stir all together in a bowl until 
white, then add a gill of boiling water and 
stir until all is melted, then set it on the 
stove just long enough to boil up. Add 
rosewater, a few drops of lemon juice, ora 
little extract of vanilla. 


Bakep Batter Puppina. Allow a 
pint of cold milk, four tablespoonfuls of 
flour, two eggs anda little salt. Stir the 
flour smooth ina part of the milk, then 
put in the eggs without first beating and 
beat them well with the mixed flour. Then 
add the remainder of the milk and the salt 
{and when well stirred together pour it into 
abuttered dish and bake it half an hour. 
When it is done the whole top will have 
risen up, for so long as there is a sunken 
spot in the centre it is not baked enough. 
This makes a pudding for four or five 
persons. It will not be light unless it is 
put into the oven immediately on being 
made. Serve with a liquid sauce. 


PLAIN STEWED BEEF. ‘Take a square 
piece of beef from the best part of the 
round, weighing four or five pounds, and 
put it into water enough to cover it. When 
the water has been well skimmed, put in 
salt, two small turnips—yellow are best— 
two carrots and two Onions chopped small, 
and, if liked, a half-dozen cloves. 

Boil very gently four or five hours. A 
short time before dinner add a teaspoonful 
of sweet marjoram or some chopped parsley 
half acup of tomato ketchup or a cup of 
strained canned tomato, and a tablespoon- 
ful of flour. Serve ina deep dish. This is 
an economical dish; the beef is good cold, 
and the soup excellent.

The Greatest Lamp in the World. 


The most powerful artificial light in exist- 
ence is the property of the English govern- 
ment, and it is to be found in the Isle of 
Wight. The lamp referred to is that of the 
lighthouse of St. Catherine’s Point, where 
there is alsoa large fog-horn. The plant 
hag three engines of thirty-six horse power 
each. Two of these are used for working 
the dynamos, and the other for the fog-horn. 
The current is conducted by wires across a 
road direct from the dynamos to the lamps, 
there being no accumulators. 

The light is obtained from a carbon lamp 
of special pattern. The ordinary light is 
equal to 3,000,000 candles, but a light of 
6,000,000 candle-power can be and has been 
obtained. It is impossible for any one who 
has not seen it to imagine the wonderful 
brilliancy of the light, but some idea may 
be formed from the fact that it can be dis- 
tinctly seen forty-five miles away, and that 
at the Needles, fourteen miles distaut, it is 
quite easy to read very fine print by means 
of the reflection.

A singular feature of 
the lighthouse tower is a plummet and line 
hanging from the ceiling of a lower cham- 
ber, the plummet pointing to a spot on the 
floor. This is for the purpose of enabling 
the man in charge to tell when the tower 
is out of the perpendicular. The light- 
house was built on an under cliff, formed 
by a gigantic landslip which occurred in 
1799, and gme portions of this cliff are 
still slipping —New York Journal.

Nationalism. U 


Capt. E. S. Huntington, of Wollaston, 
has in The New Nation, a new payer just 
started in Boston, an able article under 
the heading of “*The Grand Army of 
Peace.’’ Among other things he says, 
“Critics of nationalism in condemning the 
plan of an industrial army have had a great 
deal to say about the horrors of what they 
are pleased to term a form of military des- 
potism. Are the wage-earning producers 
so happy, then, under the system we have 
truly depicted, that they fear so slight a 
beneficent discipline as would exist under 
an order founded upon regularity and ex- 
actness ? It will be useful to imagine the 
life of an average workman, to trace his 
career from youth to manhood and to old 
age. We shall find him subjected to the 
worst sort of discipline during his whole 
industrial life; when old age arrives, if he 
has been frugal, this toiler’s reward for a 
life of slavery may possibly consist of an 
humble freehold, with enough ready money 
to pay his funeral expenses, leaving to his 
children the samé weary round. During

tion, which was formally opened in King 
ston on the 27th of last month—January, 
1891. In this way the interests of Jamaica 
could be benefitted, in that the Exhibition, 
the enterprise nearest 
hearts, could be aided, and the people of 
New England furnished with direct and 
reliable information, such as would enable 
them to intelligently prepare exhibits to 
send there. Furthermore, arrangements 
were to be made for the party of gentlemen 
and ladies which leaves for Jamaica via 
Bermuda and Nassau on February 28th, in 
charge of the manager of the New England 


view the Exhibition, and glance, en voyage, 
at the Bermudas, Babamas and Cuba. 

The [sland of Jamaica is thoroughly 
tropical, and is situated about 90 miles 
south of the south coast of Cuba, the city 


of Kingston, Jaw., being about 300 miles 
south of Havana. It is a heavily wooded 
isle, replete with all the magnificence of 
tropical foliage. Here is the home of the 
cocoanut, the beautiful palm tree, the ba- 
nana, mango, lime, coffee, spices, cocoa, 
oranges, and other tropical fruits; and here 
the soft, balmy breezes, laden with spice 
scented odors, are wafted the year round, 
for there is only summer in this fair isle. 
The blue, warm waters of the Caribbean 
surround it, making the Princess of the 
Great Antilles, a veritable Garden of Eden 
scare*ly less beautiful than Paradise. 


The Island of Jamaice is about 150 miles | 
long by 50 wiles wide, in the centre. Lt 
was one of the first islands visited by 
Columbus, and being subsequently occupied 
by the Spanish, before it came under 
English rule, itis filled with curious old 
ruins of Spanish fortifications and churches, 

Here, too, are to be seen great sugar 
estates, sugar mills in operation, surrounded 
by fields of cane, and sugar mills in ruins, 
the relics of the palmy days of the old 
Sugar Kings—long since past. 

At the eastern end of the island is located 
the vast banana industry, whence nearly 
every banana coming into New England is 
shipped. ‘The import trade of Jamaica 
is most important, and a large part of it is 
from the United States. 

The trade of Jamaica with the United 
States is of great importance. All the 
flour consumed in the island comes from 
this country, and nearly all the carriages, 
of all kinds; and boots and shoes, etc,, are 
imported into Jamaica from New England. 


In exchange for our products, we get 
oranges, bananas, cocoanuts, cocoa, log- 


wood, chincona, coffee, sugar, etc.; and 
all the pimento (known to housekeepers as 
‘“‘allspice"’) comes from the forests of 
Jamaica. The people of Jamaica are 
nearly all black, or more or less colored. 
There are the maroons, the descendants of 
the early slaves, the more recent types of | 
native black~, the handsome quadroons, and 
last (but fies ), the beautiful, cultivated, 
gracelul creoles. ‘The creole woman is a 
** thing of beauty and a joy forever!" 

In the streets of Kingston there are many 
curious sights. Everything is picturesque. 
We see the gaily uniformed native, black 
troops, a: d the people arrayed in fantastic 
costumes. ‘The city is situated at the foot 
of lofty hills, with the placid harbor locked 
by the palm-fringed Palis dues in the fore- 
ground. Across the harbor lies the famous 
old West Indian stronghold, Port Royal. 
Perpetual summer reigns. All months of 
the year are much alike there, and March 
is much like July in our own Southern 
States. 

While in Kingston, the party will be ac- 
corded a reception by his Excellency the 
Governor of Jamaica and Lady Blake; also 
a reception will be given by the officers on 
board the war ships of the British West 
Indian squadron, which will lie just off 
Port Royal. A reception will also be 
tendered the party on board the great white 
ships of the American Squadron of Evo- 
lution, which will lie off Kingston all that 
time, 

The steamship “Halifax” has been 
chartered for the trip. She is a new steel, 
Clyde-built steamship, commanded by S. 
Rowland Hill. She is 17,000 tons and 
is the fastest and finest equipped steamer on 
the Atlantic coast. 

The trip will consume twenty days, 
touching en route, at that most celebrated 
health resort, the Bermuda Islands. King- 
ston, Jamaica, will be the objective point, 
where the great Exhibition will be fully in- 
spected; after which we shall sail along the 
coast, enjoying the beautiful cuastal scenery 
—and on around the north side to Port 
Antonio, where the great banana and cocoa- 
nut plantations can be seen. We shall also 
call at Nassau, the capital of the Bahama 
Islands. 

The party will sail ou February 28th, 
1891. A limited number of tickets will be 
sold—prices ranging from $90 to$115, ac-

CONTINUED FROM LAST WEEK. | 

Recently there was published in a Quincy 
{paper a rehashed communication from a 
| Boston paper, in which Mr. Faxon defends, 
as best he can, his administration of the 
| affairs at this Home. We will deal witha 
| few of his assertions. In it he states that 
| the house is not unsafe on account of fire; 
| but it seems the State Inspector of Build- | 
| ings, who examined the home a short time } 
| ago, thinks quite different, for a few days 
ago he sent two of his men here who took | 
Measurements for two fire escapes to be | 
placed one on each end of the building. 

He admits the rooms are cold, but not so 
cold that water will freeze in them; but 
} water has frozen, as the inmates know, 
| Many times in various rooms of the build- | 
| ing in the severe cold weather of past win- | 
ters. In some of the attic rooms the in-| 
mates have had to place pails to catch 
water that leaked through the roof in| 
stormy weather. He also states that the | 
| health of the inmates does not appear to | 
be affected by sleeping in cold rooms. 
Being a physician he ought to be quite a} 
competent judge of the temperature that | 
would be healthful for a person to sleep in; | 
but how does he reconcile that point with | 
the fact that in addition to the steam heat | 
in his sleeping rooms he also finds it neces- 
sary to have the heat froma stove. This 
matter of cold rooms at the Home has 
been for the past twenty years of serious 
importance to the men that have had to 
sleep in them. Many of them are old, 
sick and feeble and do not possess the 
warm blood of years gone by, when they 
nimbly climbed the rigging or manned the 
guns on the war ships of Uncle Sam. 

Many of the bed have buta single thin 
mattress to separate the person from the 
bed slats, and that is the reason that the 
men suffer with the cold, particularly when 
some of the mattresses contain only wood 
shavings, not excelsior. Now, in our 
opinion, there is not much inherent heat 
in wood shavings as a couch for anyone to 
sleep on in cold rooms, but nevertheless 
the inmates have to do so, and they know 
that straw, or even hay, would be a welcome 
substitute. 

There is another subject which has for 
many years deeply concerned the inmates 
who are pensioners at this Home. It is the 
fast and loose manner in which they have 
had to pay money out of their pensions to 
the superintendent. This system has been 
in vogue since March, 1875

They want to know by what authority they | 
are forced to pay him their money when | 
section two of the first and only printed 
rules ever posted in this Home, with the | 
names of the trustees attached, distinetly 
states as follows: 


All beneficiaries of the Home who receive 
pensions will be required to have the} 
same drawn to the order of the superinten- 
dent, who will keep an accurate account 
of the sums belonging to each person. No 
charge willbe made for board, rooms, fuel, 
or lights, but drafts will be made upon 
pensioners for clothing or extra supplies of 
any kind, the balance may be expended by 
each inmate for such purposes as are ap- 
proved by the trustees, or the superinten- | 
dent, or it will he paid peer to him when- | 
ever dischuryed from the Home. 

These are the rules in relation to pension 
money, and it is not known that any pen 
sioner that ever paid board here ever got a 
written discharge when leaving the Home, 
and that the money paid by him to Dr. 
Faxon for the so-called board was never re- 
turned to him. 

With these facts is it any wonder that 
the men want to know by what right or 
reason they have to pay this money over to 
him at each drawing of the pensions? If 
this is a rule that the trustees agreed upon 
in IS75, why did they net do away with the 
old rules and post new ones, as a protection 
and guide to the men, informing them 
what percentage of pensiuns they will have 
to pay for board, and the limit to be 
charged? It is our opinion that some day, 
if this system of payments is not changed, 
the managers of this corporation may iind 
themselves in a big and not agreeable legal 
snarl, 

In connection with this subject comes 
another disagreeable point: The pen- 
sioners want to know where the superin- 
tendent gets his arbitrary and absolute 
power, in the absence of any rules posted 
to govern him in the matter, to take it 
upon himself to regulate the price to be 
charged for board. For instance, here is 
asample: One inmate, who lost his good 
right hand with Farragut on the Hartford 
at the fight in Mobile bay, receives $50 
per month pension and has to pay the ex- 
cessive price of $22 for board, while another 
man, who has left here now, who received 
$72 per month pension was only charged 
$16 per month for board. One old veteran 
here bas paid into this Home under this 
shady payment system $902.

Town River. 


Congressman Morse secured by an act of 
Congress at the last session, a preliminary 
examination of Town River in Quincy with 
a view to its improvement. 

He succeeded in securing a favorable report 
from Col. S. M. Mansfield, Lieut. Col. of 
Ergineers, who recommends an appropria- 
tion of $20,000 by the next Congress, for 
the improvement of Town River, and Col. 
Mansfield’s recommendation is endorsed by 
the Secretary of War and transmitted to 
Congress. 

It remains to be seen if Congressman 
Morse can get the appropriation through 
the next Democratic House of Representa- 
tives. The people of Quincy can be sure 
he will try. 

Col. Mansfield’s reports are as follows: 


Preliminary Examination. 
Unirep STATES ENGINEER OFFICE, 
Boston, Mass,, November 1, 1890. 

GENERAL: In compliance with instruc- 
tions contained in letter from your office 
dated September 20, 1890, 1 have the honor 
to submit the following report of a_pre- 
liminary examination of Town River, 
Massachusetts, provided for in the river 
and harbor act approved September 19, 1890. 

‘Town River is a small tidal river debouch- 
ing into Weymouth Fore River, and lies 
entirely within the limits of the city of 
Quincy. It is about 14 miles long from its 
mouth at Quincy Point to the upper 
wharves of the city, where lumber and 
granite are handled, and where large 
amounts of coal and heavy merchandise 
would be transferred were the facilities for 
navigating the river improved. 

The upper half of the river (three- 
fourths of a mile) has a very narrow and 
crooked chaunel, carrying about 14 feet of 
water at low tide, aud this is the region 
demanding improvement to the extent of 
securing 4 feet of water through a channel 
200 feet wide. With this accomplished, 
valuable wharf privileges will be given the 
city of Quincy in addition to those already 
established, for the channel will run near 
to one bank of the river, 

During the past year about 300 cargoes 
of granite (30,000 to 40,000 tons) have been 
shipped, and over 40 cargoes of lumber 
landed, measuring 2,500,000 feet and tbree 
cargoes of brick. About 35,000 tons of 
coal for Quincy were landed at the wharves 
at the mouth of the river (Quincy Point,) 
a large portion of which would be delivered 
near the center of the city, and about 2 
miles “of teaming would be saved with an 
improved river. 

I think the river worthy of improve- 
ment, and recommend an allotment of $450 
for a survey upon which to base a plan and 
estimate for the work.

The Engineer's Survey. 
Unrrep STatTes ENGINEERS OFFICE, 
Boston, Mass., December 31, 1890. 

GENERAL: I havethe honor to forward 
herewith a report of Mr. Sophus Haagen- 
sen, Assistant Engineer, on the survey of 
Town River, Massachusetts, made in 
accordance with Department instructions 
of November 4, 1890, and to comply with 
the provisions of the river and harbor act 
of September 19, 1890. 

A tracing of the survey is also submitted. 

The report of the preliminary examina- 
tion is dated November 1, 1890, and I re- 
spectfully invite attention to it fora general 
description of the river, for its commercial 
importance, and the reasons for making the 
survey. 

The survey shows that the natural chan- 
nel of the river is sufficiently capacious to 
accommodate its present and prospective 
commerce to a point within 4,500 feet of 


| the head of navigation. 


From this point I respectfully recommend 
that the channel be improved by dredging, 
so that it shall be 100 feet wide, 4 feet dee 
at mean low water, as indicated on the 
companying chart. 

The cost of this improvement is estimated 
as follows:

From the State House. 


Boston, Mass., Feb. 11, 1891. 

A great many matters affecting corpora- 
tions have been presented to the legislature 
thus far, and it is very easy to see why the 
corporation influence is in favor of the 
biennial system. For instance, there were 
presented on Friday, measures looking to 
the revokation of licenses, to use the public 
streets, to enlarge the power of the com- 
missioner of foreign mortgage corporations, 
to taxall corporations which use the public 
streets for poles, wires, and pipes, to tax 
corporations in different cities and towns 
according tothe amount of business done 
in them respectively, to allow national banks 
to reorganize as state banks or trust 
companies,to compel the sale of new street 
railway stock at public auction, to limit the 
Jand which a corporation may hold exempt 
from taxation, to protect the interests of 
unworthy stockholders, and so on. Corpora- 
tions enter into the popular life very closely, 
and there seems to be more agitation about 
them this year than usual. 

‘The appropriation this year to sustain 
the system of prison industries, is $261,500 
and that for just the salaries and expenses 
at the Charlestown, Concord and Sherborn 
prisons is $403,200. Yet tbat is but a 
small part of what the criminal class in the 
state cost the taxpayers, and the expenses 
of these large institutions are constantly 
increasing. 

The constitutional amendment for bien- 
nial state elections, and to abolish the poll 
tax as a suffrage qualification, were report- 
ed to the Senate on Monday. Biennials 
were brought in first, and thus stand first in 
order to be disposed of. But the senators 


in their natural place in the calendar for 
Tuesday. So they were postponed for just 
a week,—biennials’ to be put first and the 
poll tax second in the calendar forthat day. 

Signs point to more of a contest over 
them than had at first been expected for 
the senate, as a majority vote only will be 
sufficient there, whereas a two-thirds vote 
is necessary in the house. Some democratic 
senators who voted for the biennial 
amendment last year have either changed 
front entirely, or are in doubt. The 
pressure from the labor organizations is 
increasing and I have no doubt that some 
of the senators have been told that it will 
be bad fortheir political ambition to vote 
for the amendment. On the other hand, a 
a similar pressure is doubtless put upon 
some Republicans to vote for it. The vote 
will not be in party lines exactly, though in 
the main the Republicans are for it, and 
the Democrats are opposed. 

Theodore C. Bates of Worcester, is 
credited with being the moving spirit this 
year for biennials, and a canvass of the 
House which is being made,is said by mem- 
bers to be inspired by him. Mr. Quincy, 
of Quincy, the leader of the Democratic 
side, will carry a few Democrats with him. 
But some Republicans will vote against it. 
It looks more probable than ever that a com- 
bination is afoot to carry biennials and the 
poll tax through together, or to kill them 
both. R 

The free pass question has its puzzling 
side for the members of the legislature. 
The joint judiciary committee has reported 
that it would be unconstitutional for the 
State to furnish mileage to members more 
than once during the session to and from 
their homes. So the first thing to do, if 
the State is to compel the railroads to 
convey members free, is to amend the con- 
stitution by striking out this provision. 
The amendment has been reported and has 
been made a special assignment for next 
Monday in the Senate. 

The oleo bill is expected to have a smooth 
passage this year. Just about the same 
bill as last year has been reported, and 
debate on it has been postponed by the 
Senate to Feb, 18. The hope of the oleo 
manufacturers is the decision in the orig- 
inal package case.and the farmers say they 
do not care for that, as their game is the 
retailers who defraud their customers. 

The Governor and council hate decided 
that their investigation of the charges by 
Mayor Matthews of Boston, against Police 
Commissioner Osborne shall begin next 
Tuesday and that it shall be published. 

They have called upon the Mayor to fill 
specifications of his charges and have 
given power to send for persons and proper 
aid and to have all the testimony taken by 
a stenographer. This means that the 
Mayor must put his case into black and 
white. As politics is regarded as factor in 
the investigation, the case will have excep- 
tional public interest. Ex-Gov, Robinson 
has been engaged as council for the comis- 
sioner, and the Mayor has retained Louis 
F. Dobney, of Boston, who is one of the 
keenest men in the State, in a cross-examin- 
ation and has a wide reputation for his 
skill. 

Probably most persons will smile to hear 
that a Mr. T. F. Martin has petitioned for 
damages for the use of the Australian 
ballot by the State. He asserts in his 
petition that he is ‘‘ author and designer” 
of the system which has been used by the 
State on its official ballot, at the last two 
State elections, and that he has a copyright 
for it under United States laws. He wants 
damages forthe alleged infringement of 
his copyright. 

Representative Quincey offered an order 
in the House this week, as to the appoint- 
ment of a special commission to consider 
the advisability of legislation to provide for 
a common administration by the city of 
Boston, and any or all of the cities and 
towns lying in whole or in part within a 
radius of twelve miles from the Boston 
City Hall; of matters pertaining to water 
supply, sewerage, highways, lighting, 
passenger transportation, public schools, 
libraries and parks, police and health 
departments, public institutions and other 
matters of common interest to such cities 
and towns. The order was referred to the 
Committee on Cities. RULE.

The Care of the Brooms. 


The rapidity with which brooms ordina- 
rily wear out is surprising. ‘This is partly 
due to leaving the broom standing on its 
brush end when not in use, but more to 
carelessness in handling. <A piece of strong 
cloth, or, better yet, of old woven under- 
flannel or stocking, should be drawn on

CONTINUED FROM LAST WEEK. 


Now that we are building up a new navy 
and efforts are being made to man our 
vessels with American seamen, would i: 
not have a discouraging effect on such in- 
listments if they thought that in after years 
they would have to become the servants of 
Servants at some naval home, as are some 
of the inmates here? They have to clean 
the rooms, make the beds, and other duties 
pertaining to that line of business, for the 
farmers employed here; and one old veteran 
has to perform the menial duties for the 
superintendent’s coachman. Connect that 
fact with what the secretary of war says of 
“Jack Tars’’ in his letter aud you will 
more readily observe what little respect 
there is shown toan American man-of-wars- 
man here. 

Do you not think, Mr. Editor, that the 
readers of the Parrior and the citizens of 
Quincy will, after the recital of these facts, 
agree with us that there is urgent need of a 
radical change in the management and 
some of the managers of this institution, 
and make it as it was originally intended 
to be, in every sense of the word, a Na- 
tional Sailors’ Home? 

Allow us, if space permits, to look back 
to the stirring times of the war, to recall 
some of the memories connected with the 
inception of this Home, in order to better 
inform your readers of the deep and broad 
interest there was felt in the establishment 
of the National Sailors’ Home, and what 
the officers and men of the navy contri- 
buted at that time in money for its success: 

NAvy DEPARTMENT, 
Wasuinaton, Nov. 8, 1864. 

GENTLEMEN: It is gratifying to know 
that, while recommending the soldier, 
there are those who forget not the sailor. 
I cannot doubt that your fair for the bene- 
fit of this deserving but too neglected class, 
who cheerfully encounter ocean hardships 
and danger and fearlessly peril their lives in 
battle for their country, will be successful; 
and lam confident it must have in every 
meee a beneficent influence. My best 
wishes are with you in your noble efforts. 
I am very respectfully, 

Your obedient servant, 
GIDEON WELLs, 
Secretary of War. 
‘To the Managing Committee of the Na- 
tional Sailors’ Home, 

At the commencement of the war our 
havy consisted of ninety vessels, manned 
by 7600 officers and men; at the end of the 
war there was 7000 officers and 5),500 men. 
There were also in the navy yards 16,840 
men. March 10, 1865, there were 679 ves- 
sels in the navy. These vessels mounted 
4047 guns. Our navy at the close of the 
war was the most powerful afloat. For 
lack of space I will give your readers only 
the last clause of the circular issued by the 
commanding officers of the different block- 
ading squadrons to the officers and men 
under their command: 


FLAG STEAMER PHILADELPHIA. 
Port RoyAt, §, C., June 24, 1864. 
Ishall tender one day's pay to the 
Sailors’ Fair and invite every officer and 
man to do likewise. 
Joun A, DALGREN, 
Rear Admiral, South Atlantic 
Blockading Squadron, 
On that basis money was contributed by 
all officers and men of that magnificent 
navy, also from the navy yards; netting 
in all about $85,000 toward the fund for 
the establisment of this Home. Yet one 
of the managers, Mr. Crane, who recently 
assailed the valot of our dead, also neg- 
lected and grossly insulted all the inmates 
of this home, has had the audacity to 
state that it was not the public's business 
how the funds of this institution are ex- 
pended; and that if they wanted to spend 
money on the dyke to the neglect of the 
farm it was their own affair. But we will 
inform him it is the public’s business and 
also the business of veteran sailors in and 
out of the Home to see that no one squan- 
ders the fund, for it was most by the gen- 
erous and loyal men and women of this 
country the money was given to rear and 
maintain this Home. Besides, every stone 
in the foundation of this Home, every tim- 
ber in this building has the money of naval 
veterans in it, and every foot of ground 
belonging to this Home has their money in 
it. It was built for them, and them only, 
as a home, whenever forced to seek its 
shelter.

The Waste at a Summer Hotel, 


In accordance with the loug established 
and destructive idea which has prevailed in 
the best hotels of the United States from 
time immemorial, at least twice as much 
food is served as the guest can eat. The 
result is that at least fifty barrels of waste 
are carted away from this hotel each day 
by a man employed for that purpose. In 
the rush consequent upon the feeding of so 
many persons silverware and other articles 
in use in the dining rooms are constantly 
being thrown into the receptacles for this 
waste material, and consequently the 
services of men are required to search and 
rescue these utensils. 

At a certain seaside hotel 3,000 persons 
can be fed at one time. One Saturday 
and Sunday nearly 20,000 persons were 
catered to between the hours of 11.30 A. mM. 
andlp. Mm. Judging from the amount of 
food devoured, every mang woman and 
child visiting the beach that day must have 
been hungry. The value of the silver- 
ware and crockery used by this immense 
crowd amounted in the aggregate to $30,000. 
Each one required three napkins, one for 
personal use and the other two for the 
waiter’s use. Five plates were used with 
each order, no matter how trivial, which 
ran the total number of piecesof crockery 
up to 75,000.—New York World.

Ruined Cities of Yucatan. 


There are between sixty and seventy 
ruined cities in Yucatan, so far as they 
have been discovered. Within a radius of 
one hundred miles from Merida are such 
magnificent examples as Mayapan, Ake, 
Chichen-Itza, Rabah and Labna bat none 
is more interesting and grand than Uxmal, 
about seventy-six miles by road travel 
from Merida. By far the finest building in 


the city, both from its commanding posi- 


tion on a lofty eminence and the complete- 


ness of its preservation, is the Royal 
Palace, otherwise known as the Cassa de 
Gobernador in Spanish, writes a corres- 
pondent. Itstands on the topmost of three 
terraces of earth—once, perhaps faced with 
stone, but now crumbled, broken and ina 
state of heterogeneous decay. The lower- 
most and largest is 575 feet long; the second 
545 feet long, 250 feet wide and 25 feet high, 
while the third and last is 360 feet in length, 
30 in breadth, and 19 feet in height, and 
supports the building, which has a front of 
322 feet, with adepth of only 30, and a 
height of but 25 feet. 

It is entirely of stone, without ornament 
toa height of about 10 feet, where there 
is a wide cornice, above which the wall is a 
bewlldering maze of sculpture. The roof 
was flat, and once covered with cement, 
in the opinion of some travellers, but is 
now covered with tropical plants, trees and 
verdure. There are three large door-ways 
through the eastern wall about eight feet 
square, giving entrance into a series of 
apartments, the largest of which is 60 feet 
long aud 27 deep, divided into two rooms 
by a thick wall. 
is a triangular arch, capped by flat blocks 
at a height of 23 feet above the floor. The 
latter, like the walls and jams of the door- 
way, is of smooth-faced stones that have 
once been covered with cement.

Found Dead. 


Tuesday shortly after 10 o'clock, 
workmen passing through the old Adams 
barn which is being moved across the track 


just south of the Quincy Adams station, | 


discovered an unknown man laying in the 
feed trough apparently asleep.

This letter 
was signed “ A. W. Cahoon, Wareham, 
Mass., and the purport of it was to the 
effect that he had found a job for him and 
it was supposed the unfortunate man was 
on his way to accept the job, as he was 
seen Monday afternoon about 4.15 in com- 
pany with two other men on the railroad 
near Baxter's bridge by Mr. Golden, the 
ticket agent at Quincy Adams. 

Mr. Golden spoke to him and the man 
said he was sick and hungry and wanted 
some change to buy something to eat with, 
and said if he could only get to Avon he 
would be all right. Mr. Golding advised 
him to go to the lockup, but this the man 
did not want to do for he was afraid he 
would be arrested. 

He started up the track, and, as it is sup- 
posed that he was feeling sick and perhaps 
tired, entered the building and lay down 
for a rest.

Public Hearing. 


The fisheries and game committee gave a 
hearing at the State House on Friday, on 
an order to repeal so much of the act of 


1886 concerning the better preservation of 
birds and game as relates to pursuing any 
wild fowl with or by the aid of a sailboat 
or steam Jaunch. The principal speakers 
in favor of repealing this portion of the 
statutes were some four or five members of 
the South Boston and other yacht clubs. 
They desired that they might be permitted 
to sail down the Cape shore and to pursue 
game by means of sailing boats and steam 
launches as a means of pleasure. The dis- 
tance necessary to go for this game they 
claim is too great to make the voyage 
open boat. Birds can be pursued with 
greater success by means of steam launches. 

These yachtmen were strong in their 
affirmation that they only went gunning 
for sport, and intimated that a living could 
not be made at the business. 

Capt. J. P. Hodges of Osterville ap-

A BILL reported by the Legislative com- 
mittee on Election Laws Tuesday, will, if 
adopted, avoid much confusion. lt fixes} 
5 p. M. as the legal end of a day for filing 
nominations; and also provides, in reckon- 
ing the number of days mentioned in all 
laws of the Commonwealth relating to 
elections, Sundays and holidays shall be 
included, provided, however, that, if the 
final day mentioned shall fall on Sunday 
; or a holiday, the first day previous to such 
day or days shall be considered the final 
day if the period of time precedes a certain 
day, act or event; and the first day follow- 
ing such day or days shall be considered } 
the final day if the period of time follows a 
certain day, act or event. 

THE LAW limiting the amount which 
a city can raise by taxation is felt in other 
cities as well as in Quincy, and in some 
perhaps it works more of a hardship than in 
this city. Gloucester, for instance, a city 
incorporated in 1873, whose population is 
about 22,000, is lamenting because but 
160,825 can be raised this year. The 
jamonnt asked for was $195,415.

These and other advantages, in contrast 
with our present bulky and expensive 
system, are set forth at length by the 
Governor, and he adds the following con- 
cerning the history of the system: ‘*The 
Torrens system of registration of title was 
an adaptation to land of a system of regis- 
tration of title to shipping. It was estab- 
lished in the colony of South Australia in 
the year 1856. It bas since been adopted 
in the other Australian colonies, in New 
Zealand, British Columbia and in the city 
of Toronto in a modified form; it was es- 
tablished in part in Ireland soon after the 
year 1863, and as the result of a long agita- 
tion in Engand a bill embodying it was 
brought forward as a government measure 
at the last session of parliament. Systems 
of dealing with land which give like facili- 
ties to transfer have long existed in some 
of the continental countries of Europe. 
The successful use of the Torrens’ system 
for nearly a generation in Australia, its in- 
troduction into other English possessions, 
all deriving their systems of law from the 
same source as ourselves, show that it can 
be easily adapted to our circumstances.”

He has been a prominent figure in 
Quincy particularly under the town form 
of government. As early as 1845 he was | 
elected a Selectmen, Assessor, Surveyor of | 
Highways and Overseer of the Poor, and 
was at the time of his death the oldest ex- 
Selectman. He held the office at least six 
years, the last year being 1872. He had 
also filled the office of School Committee 


Mr. Roberton was among the wealthiest 
citizens. The Assessors of 1890 valued 


tax $1,550.36, but his actual wealth was/ 
probably half a million, as he held many 
mortgages. He was the owner of the first 
in Quincy, the

The deceased was one of the largest 
stockholders in the Mt. Wollaston National 
Bank, and the National Granite Bank, be- 
ing adirector of the former; and also a} 
corporator of the Quincy Savings Bank. 

He was also one of the corporators of the

In the preceding chapters the effects of 
alcohol upon those organs of the body di- 
rectly concerned in digestion, nutrition, 
respiration, circulation, secretion, 
purification of the blood, were discussed. 
| These all are important organs and the 
| functions they perform are indispensible. 
When these organs are diseased—when 
they are lowered in their vitality amd de- 
j generated in their structure, in the manner 
that alcohol tends to affect them, the whole 
system suffers, but this is primarily and 
chiefly physical; the mind—the most im- 
portant part of the man—the feelings, im- 
pulses, and purposes, mental and moral, 
the intelligence, the knowing and reason- 
ing faculties, and the governing will are 
by the impressions upon these organs, af- 
fected only secondarily and remotely. We 
come now to consider the action of the nar- 
cotics on the brain and nerrous system, 
and especially that of alcohol where its’ 
most characteristic effects are produced. 
The nervous system, of which the brain 
is the chief or crowning part, but which 
includes the spinal cord and the nerves, is 
regarded by all physiologists as the central 
and most important part of the organism.

The Cross Mother. 


At no time in her busy days is an intelli- 
gent mother so apt to fold the arms and 
close the eyes of maternal justice as when 
she is cross—simply and undoubtedly cross. 
This crossness is chiefly caused by fatigue— 
weariness of mind and body, and some- 
times of soul. With tired nerves and 
weary body, she cannot endure the com- 
mon demands made upon her, and ill-tem- 
per follows. She sows bitter feelings and 
repels loving attentions with her irritable 
hasty words. Broadly speaking, no mother 
has any right to get so tired. She cannot 
afford it. Ittakes too much out of her 
life, and too much out of her children’s 
life. Such a condition can more frequent- 
ly be prevented than is generally believed. 

The careless or shallow woman says: “I 
was overworked. It made me cross,’’ and 
she considers that admission the sufficient 
reason and excuse for any amount of sim- 
ilar indulgence. The religious or sympa- 
thetic Woman worries over it, prays over it, 
sheds er tears—and then the trouble re- 
peats itself. The remedy lies near at hand. 
Let a mother find out what makes her 
cross, and then let her avoid the cause if 
possible, 


If social pleasures weary her, let 
them be decidedly lessened. If there is too 
much sewing, too much cooking, or too 
many household cares, lessen them.

Boundary Stones Placed. 


The farmer lives in a strong house, his 
crops are good and around his lands he 
has built a fence, writes 4 surveyor, He 
means ta cultivate every square foot af the 
ground within his bounds, but seldom are 
his bounds well defined, At every corner 
of the property a should be 
firmly planted in the ground, but in many 
places these stones are missing, and when 
the fences are crooked, which is generally 
the case. the correct boundary lines are dif- 
ficult to locate. From this inadvertence of 
property holders considerable dispyte qrises 
when land is sold: Now, in many jn- 
stances the contents af a parcel of land as 
stated in the deed cannot be faund within 
the lines as laid down, and the real cause 
of the trouble is the indefinite logation of 
corners. 

When a tract of land lies ata great dis- 
tance beyond the city limits the owner does 
not trouble himself in the least about the 
exact location of his property lines. In fact, 
he frequently describes his boundary by a 
line of trees ora stream of water. And 
then, after a lapse of years, the city is ex- 
tended and the suryeyor rung through the 
country with the lings of streets and ave- 
nues, 

Farms are bought and the plans of sub- 
division are arranged. The value of ground 
is greatly enhanced, but on account of in- 
definite boundary lines many landed pro- 
prietors lose small areas which rightfully 
belong to them. Nor does it lie in the 
power of a suryeyor to locate original lines 
when he has nodata ypon which to hase 
his calculatiqns.— Washingian Star.

(CONCLUDED.) 

We shall now deal with a subject that in 
its bearings we believe is fraught with in- 
| terest to the public, as well as to all naval 
| veterans, and that is the proposed remoyal 
| of this Home to Middleboro, and from the 
' grounds it has occupied here for the past 
| twenty-four years, and as old veterans 
sometimes think,—yes, even reason there- 
fore. Weshall plainly express our opinions 
and profer some advice on that subject. 

Let us look into this rather peculiar 
scheme. The present building can, we 
claim, at no great expense be repaired and 
strengthed, and thereby made to last quite 
a number of years longer. The large barn 
with carriage-house attached, the black- 
smith shop, two ice-houses, and other 
}small buildings are all substantial and 
| otherwise good for use for many years to 
| come, and all of which, in addition to the 
main building, would, Mr. Editor, have to 
be rebuilt in that suggestive location, Mid- 
dleboro, at great expense to this corpora- 
tion. Then comes the additional expense 
of moving the portable adjuncts of the 
farm, such as horses, cows, hay and farm- 
ing implements; add to that again the 
transportation to Middleboro of the in- 
| mates and all the household furniture, and 
} your readers may well inquire with us, if 
there is nota buy under the chip in the 
movement, and wherein is the great advan- 
tage to be gained in the change to offset 
the enormous expense it would entail on 
the funds of the Home. The whole scheme 
appears to us, who have long studied the 
matter, and will if carrid out, to be a 
costly absurdity, and quite evidently on 
the tace of it, had its origin in the brain of 
some one who then expected a life long 
position in connection with this Home at 
Middleboro. 

As naval veterans both in and outside 
the Home have been silent on this and 
other transactions in years past, we now 
propose to make some suggestions to the 
advocates of this funny business as follows: 
Gentlemen, sell the farm you purchased in 
Middleboro some twelve years ago or more 
and return the money from its sale back 
into the funds of the Home, and when an 
opportunity presents itself also sell about 
eighty acres of the lowland belonging to 
this Home, with the beach adjoining; place 
the money from its sale also in the funds. 
You will then have fifty acres of good farm- 
ing land left, ample in quantity and quality 
for all demands of the Home; and which, 
if properly planted, tilled and harvested 
each season, will largely help to make the 
Home self-sustaining. And when it be- 
comes necessary in the future to construct 
a new main building, we would advise you 
to erect it of the same capacity, parallel to 
and immediately in the front of the present 
house. When built, move inmates into it 
and demolish the old building; it is much 
easier and far less expensive than to trans- 
fer to Middleboro. 

The New England states, Mr. Editor, 
furnished one-third of the men in the 
navy during the late war, Massachusetts 
alone furnishing 13,000, and whenever the 
flag is again imperiied the sons of New 
Englaud may be relied on to rally in equal 
or even greater numbers to its defence. 
Therefore, a naval home such as this, is 
not a local but a permanent, national 
necessity in New England, and the United 
States government should erect the next 
building here, or at least assist this Home 
as it does the Soldiers’ Home at Chelsea. 

“No! gentlemen; the old sailors ought not 
to be put out in the wilderness,”’ as it is re- 


ported one of the trustees said when ob- 
jecting to the proposed new location, ‘‘but 
let them remain right here in view of that 
old ocean, upon whose waters they often 
sailed to victory through the conflicts of 
war in defence of the Union, and near 
their old shipmates under the sod and con- 
venient to the navy yard in Boston, and 
from which, who can tell how soon, the 
sick and wounded of some other war may 
be sent to this Home for aid and shelter.” 

And now that the barriers of studied 
secrecy and obscurity that has surrounded 
this Home has been smashed down and 
daylight let in on some of the black spots 
in its past history, we hope it will not 
again be allowed to drift back into its old 
and rotten groove, but that this institution 
will be as was intended—a home and a 
shelter for naval sailors of the American 
navy. 

The veterans sailors at the National 
Sailors’ Home in Quincy are grateful to 
the publishers of the Parrior for inserting 
their story, and they hear with pleasure 
that you refused the request of prominent 
citiaens to suppress them. We bid success 
toa paper that is true to its name, the 
PATRIOT.

City corporation always have expensive 
improvements. No organized bodies act 
in this line with less expense, Along our 
main thoroughfares Quincy needs better 
conveniences for pedestrians, who compose 
eight-ninths of her population. Scarce 
twenty rods of uniform, well kept and dry 
walks connected can be found in our young 
city. We are taxed for conveniences 
which are furnished on a scale too limited 
for the money expended. An intelligent, 
thorough and economical system of public 
improvements we have not had. We be- 
lieve the present young mayor and super- 
intendent of public works are trying hard 
to effect a change. May they be backed 
in their efforts by an intelligent Council 
and progressive voters, 

Here allow us to suggest that our side- 
walks, like our carriageways, be taken 
wholly in charge by the city, that abortive 
attempts and private tinkering by abutters 
be stopped, that a thorough, uniform and 
comprehensive system be begun. Where 
underdrainage by a cobble stone bottom 
shall be made and where stone crossings 
of streets shall be laid, whether the surface 
shall be concrete or gravel, we would leave 
to the judgment of experts. 

As to the muterial for these, why should 
the city buy by the horse load when land 
containing the right quality of stone and 
gravel can be bought at one-twentieth the 
cost to the city? 
allow this? 

Again it may be urged that the city 
should not be taxed for such now—cer- 
tainly not. Such improvements as good 
streets and sidewalks, pure water supply 
and sewerage, if properly and substantially 
made, will bless not only us but our pos- 
terity. Why then not let posterity help 
share the expense of such” benefits by 
long loans, at a low rate of interest, payable 
by a sinking fund? Such improvements 
will not only give us comforts now, but 
will invite taxpayers and capital from 
abroad to help us pay them.

Curious Old Watch. 


Charles S. Nelson, a painter, living in 
Chicago, Ill, recently received from 
father in Copenhagen, Denmark, a watch, 
which it is claimed is 400 years old. Ac- 
companying the watch are records which 
prove it to have been in the possession of 
the family for 200 years. This timepiece 
is smaller in circumference than the watches 
of the present day, but it is three times as 
thick and resembles a sphere cut in half, 
The face is open and the case is silver, 
bearing a carving of Cleopatra on her way 
down the Nile. On the face are two dials, 
one within the other. The outer one tells 
the minutes, hours, days of the week and 
of the month, there being separate hands 
for each, On the inner dial are representa- 
tions of the sun, moon and stars. As the 
day wanes the sun becomes darkened and 
the moon and the stars shine, the inuer 
dial being illuminated. How this is ac- 
complished seems to be unkno wo. 

The works are of hardened gold and are 
very intricate, but only require winding 
once every three weeks. The watch was 
wound up on leaving its Scandanavian 
home and was going on arriving in Chicago, 
but was aday ahead. Mr. Nelson took it- 
to some of the leading watchmakers to 
have this defect remedied, but they refused 
to undertake the job owing to the intricate 
machinery of the watch. ‘That it can be 
repaired the records show it to have been 
196 years inthe family set forth, for 174 
years ago it was put to rights in Amsterdam, 
148 years ago it was regulated in Hamburg, 
85 years ago it was repaired in Copenhagen, 
and in 1864 it was put in order at Westervig, 
Denmark, by I. C. Christensen, « jeweler, 
who is now living somewhere on the North 
Side, in Chicago. The maker of this in-

teresting chronometer was Steuter, of 
Amsterdam, but no date is given. Mr. 


Nelson showed the watch to a jeweler, who 
offered him $1000 for it, but Mr. Nelson de- 
clined it, and intends to retain the heirloom 
in his family.

Hancock Street. 


Mayor Fairbanks forwarded a communi- 
cation of Commissioner Ewell, relative to 
the completion of the rebuilding of Han- 
cock street. It reviewed at length the con- 
dition of the street at the present time, 
said the appropriation was exhausted, and 
estimated $9,200 would be necessary to 
complete. Referred to Committee on 
Streets. 

The Culverts at Atlantic. 

Mayor Fairbanks submitted a lengthy 
communication of the Commissioner rela- 
tive to culvert under Hancock street, be- 
tween Sqtantum street and the railroad 
bridge. Commissioner Ewell had made an 
investigation and found a culvert laid a 
number of years ago, 18 inches wide 
and 12 inches high through which the 
water passes very slowly after which it re- 
mains upon the flats and meadows. The 
wooden culvert which passes under the 
railroad is the same size and should be en- 
larged and deepened, and if lowered to the 
proper depth it would drain all the meadows, 
To enlarge the Hancock street, culvert 
would call for quite a sum of money and 
discommode travel as it is nearly ten feet 
below the paved and Telford road. 

Ata suitable time of the season tem- 
porary relief can be given by removing 
some of the sand and other accumulations. 

The commissioner would advise that a 
tide gate be placed at the south side of the 
culvert which would keep the tide water 
out and allow the surface water to flow 
through. This would relieve most or all of 
the trouble from Teal pond. He would 
also suggest that the Committee on Sewers 
and Drains take such action as may be} 
necessary toward the enlargement of the 
culvert under the tracks of the Old Colony 
Railroad. 


Garfield Street. 


A communication from Commissioner 
Ewell recommended $2250 for the improve- 
ment of Garfield street. He reviewed the 
situation at length and outlined the nature 
of the proposed improvements. Referred 
to joint committee on Streets and Sewers 
and Drains. 


Schoolhouse Insurance. 


Commissioner Ewell reported that $100,- 
000 insurance could be placed on the school- 
houses of the city for five years for $1,951.25. 
Referred to Committee on Finance. 

Councilman Jones hoped the committee 
would ascertain the loss which the city of 
Quincy had sustained by fire since its in- 
corporation, and then estimate what the 
insurance would have cost. He was not 
sure but money had been made by not in- 
suring.

There were present from this city Mayor 
Fairbanks, ex-Mayor Porter, Representative 
Burke, ex-Representative Federhen, Super- 
intendent Aldrich, Rev. Mr. Roche of the 
School Committee, Dr. William L, Faxon 
and one or two more. 

Mayor Fairbanks first stated his reasons 
for amending Section 45, so as to have it 
apply to the School Board as well as to 
the other departments of the city; and 
said he would be pleased to answer any 
questions that might be asked. 

Ex-Mayor Porter spoke quite 
why it should be amended, and said it was | 
so intended, he thought, by the committee | 


plainly | 


who framed the charter, but by some mis- 
take it was overlooked. | 

Dr. Faxon also thought it was essential 
for the School Board to hand an estimate 
of the amount desired, so that the Mayor 
should be able to send in to the Council, as | 
required by the charter, an estimate of the 
receipts and expenditures for the ensuing | 
year, 

Supt. Aldrich thought it was unwise to 
tinkering the charter, which 
was only about two years old. He thought 
the School Committee better qualified to | 


commence 


judge what amount the schools required 
than the Mayor or Treasurer. And ip 
future years, if Quincy should happen to 
get in a bad Mayor it would work to the 
disadvantage of the schools. 

Rev. Mr. Roche spoke in a similar strain, 
and thought best to leave it where it was; 
believing it unwise to make any 
change.

Boston, MAss., March 11, 1891, 

Representative Bicknell of Weymouth 
presented the other day a petition from the 
Weymouth water commissioners that the 
town may be authorized to increase its 
water debt. It was against the rule of the 
House to let in the petition so late in the 
session, but on Mr. Bicknell’s motion the 
rule was suspended, as has been done so 
frequently, and the petition Jet in. 
| The endowment orders, founded on the 
plan of the Iron Hall, propose to make a 
hard struggle to hold their ground in this 
| State in the face of the condemnation of 
| the insurance department. The long term 
| orders, as they call themselves, or such as 
/extend their endowment period over five 
| years or more, have engaged ex-Goy. Rob- 
inson, ex-Councillor J. H. Butler and ex- 
Representative Howland of Chelsea as their 
counsel and will be heard next week, They 
ask for certain changes in the law which 
will enable them to accumulate larger re- 
serve funds. 

One of the interesting questions before 
the Legislature is that of permitting cities 
and towns to sell to corporations using the 
streets for permanent structures (such as 
street railroads, telegraph, telephone and 
electric light companies) the franchise for 
such use of the streets. This was a new 
question last year, being introduced for the 
first time by Representative Williams of 
Dedham. An opinion has been rendered 
by the city solicitor of Boston in favor of 
the legality of charging for the use of the 
Streets and there is great interest in the 
matter. Joint sessions have been given 
by the Committees on, Cities and Taxation 
and there is certain to be debate whichever 
way they report. 

Many petitions have been presented to 
the Legislature this year for the passage of 
«law to permit the incorporation of vil- 
lages with powers to raise money by taxa- 
tion of themselves for sidewalks, lights 
and other improvements. Other states 
thing like that embodied in the law which 
But the movement has suffered from the 


to permit Beverly Farms to accomplish its 
object; though the Legislature has re- 
fused to permit the division of the town. 
On Friday afternoon the Committee on 
Towns made a unanimous report against 
the petitioners. 

Travelers by night or in sleeping cars by 
day will read with personal interest the 
points of a bill reported from the Railroad 
Committee. Out of the fourteen members | 
of that committee the only dissenters are 
Senators Raymond of Middlesex and Kim- 
ball of Hampshire. The first section of | 
the bill declares that all persons, companies 
and corporations owning or operating 
sleeping cars in this State are common 
carriers. The second section then goes on | 
to say that when any person has bought a | 
lower berth in a sleeping car, he shall have 
the right to say to the conductor, porter or 
other person in charge of the car, whether 
the upper berth shall be open or closed, 
until it is sold and occupied. Every viola- 
tion of the law is punishable by a fine of 
from $50 to $200. This is for the restraint 
of the sleeping-car corporations which nag 
their patrons by letting down upper berths 
when they are not in use, and so limit the 
lower holders of berths to exactly what 
they have paid for, though nothing is 
gained by letting down the upper berth 
when no one wishes to occupy it. 

The Committee on Banks and Banking 
has before it the question of permitting 
National banks to reorganize as State 
banks. Such hostility to these banks is 
felt to exist in some parts of the country 
that adverse legislation by Congress is 
feared, and so the cautious bank men here 
are considering whether it is not best to be 
prepared for a change. Ex-Senator Chas, 
J. Holmes of Fall River, one of the best 
known savings bank men of the State, 
who also has National bank connections, 
is the leader of the movement, He stated 
to the committee that the Massachusetts 
National banks have a capital of $100,000,- 
000, and that $30,000,000 of it is held by 
the savings banks. The safety of the lat- 
ter, as well as the former, is thus involved 
and the committee will give careful con- 
sideration to the matter. 

Many public spirited people have set 
about securing the passage of a law by 
which attractive and historic places in the 
State may be set apart for public reserva- 
tions in the nature of parks for the ad- 
vantage of the whole people. A bill has 
been submitted to the Senate Judiciary 
Committee and there is such support that 
something is likely to come from it.

Killed by the Cars. 

The 7.05 inward train struck and in- 
stantly killed a man, under the Beale-street 
bridge, Wollaston, Tuesday evening. 

The man came out of Boston on the 5.10 
express train. At Quincy he wanted to 
get out. The conductor remonstrated but 
he persisted and got off. Just how he got 
to Wollaston is not known but was thought 
to have come by a north bound train, 

The man after loitering about the 
depot for some time asked for a ticket 
to Cochesett, a flag station near Bridge- 
water. As he was considerably under the 
influence of liquor, Station Agent Wilde 
and Officer Seelye kept watch of his move- 
ments. 

After asking for his ticket he left the | 
station and it is supposed walked down the 
concrete walk to the Beale-street bridge 
and in stepping off the platform probably 
stumbled and fell across the track. In the 
meantime Mr. Wilde and Officer Seelye 
were searching for him, The 7.03 express 
came along and passed over the body, com- 
pletely cutting it in halves. The train did 
not stop as the engineer was not aware of 
the accident. 

Just as the 7.14 inward train was due a 
man rushed into the depot frantically yell- 
ing “‘there’s a man lying across the track.” 
Agent Wilde grabbed his lantern, rushed 
out of the depot and signalled the rapidly 
approaching train, but it was too late. | 
The train passed completely over the dis- 
membered body before it could be brought 
up. 

A ghastly sight met the gaze of the train 
men. One hulf of the body was on one 
side of the rail and the other half on the 
other side, the train having passed over 
the abdomen.

Among the most marked effects of opium 
is the production of sleep, of belladonna 
the production of delirium, of chloroform 
and ether the production of insensibility, 
but the two latter articles, when not carried 
to the extent of causing insensibility, tem- 
porarily produce the state called inebriation 
or drunkenness. The effect of alcohol is 
similar to these, but more lasting, and 
wise produces insensibility, All these nar- 
cotics when given in sufficient doses cause 
death by paralyzing necessary life func- 
tions. But these narcotics, even when not 
carried to the extent of entire insensibility, 
by their paralyzing effects on the brain and 
nerves relieve pain when present, opium 
most of all, and all modify the feelings so 
as often to produce agreeable sensations 
and emotions, and all disturb in one way 
or another the natural operations of the 
mind. 

Another quality all the narcotics possess, 
but some more than others, and that is, 
when taken repeatedly they create a desire 
for the continuance of these repetitions,

A Cheap Way to Warm Cold Feet. 
More than twenty-five years ago, while I 
was in the Thirty-fifth Massachusetts regi- 
ment, strutting around in Virginia, I was 
sometimes troubled with cold feet. At one 
time while I was stamping upon the ground 
in the effort to warm my extremities a com- 
rade in the same regiment said to me, “If 
your feet are cold try this.” He raised his 
foot from the ground and struck some light 
clows with his hand on the upper part of 
his leg, just above his knee. I did the same 
with both legs, and instantaneously felt a 
flow of warm blood coursing downward, 
and the feet became comfortably warm. 
The experiment was repeated with good 
effect in the comparatively warm climate of 
Virginia, and also with equally good results 
in the more rugged atmosphere of New 
England.—Boston Journal. 


Nature’s True Tonic, 


One of the advantages of light gymnastics, 
says the Ladies’ Home Journal, is that the 
sick and convalescent can make what ap- 
pear to be trifling efforts, and by them, in 
time, be restored to active health. If too 
feeble to be practically able to make but 
little exertion, try what are known as deep- 
breathing movements. Lie flat upon the 
back, take as long and as deep breaths as 
possible, and while the mouth is Closed, 
slowly throw the arms up in front and then 
at the sides, Rest for ten minutes. Try 
again the same inhalation and exhalation 
of air, the latter being pure and fresh. 
After awhile, attempt the same, sitting up. 
These exercises can safely be taken by the 
sick one every day, several times, and the 
whole muscular system will be improved, 
just as if some revivifying tonic had been 
given, a far better one than any charged 
with alcohol or some like stimulant. 


Phillips Academy. 


The preliminary catalogue of Phillips 
Academy, Andover, recently published, 
shows an enrollment of 353 students, 221 
in the classical, and 132 in the scientific 
department. The representation by states 
is as follows: Massachusetts 97, New 
York 47, Pennsylvania 31, Connecticut 20, 
Maine 18, Illinois 15, New Jersey 15, Ohio 
14, Vermont 13, New Hampshire 10, and 
thirty other states having from one to five 
each. 

Last fall 105 men went from this school 
to the various colleges and scientific 
schools, a number which indicates the 
amount of work the school is doing.
